ENGLAND TO BACK 
U. S. AND FRANGE. 

London, July 20.—(4)—The British 
foreign office anrounced here today 
it had informed the United States and 
France that Great Britain associated 
itself with the efforts these govern- 
ments are making to bring about re- 
laxation in the Chinese-Russian ten- 
sion.

LONDON BELIEVES 
WAR AVERTED. 

London, July 20.—(#)—A feeling 
existed tonight in Great Britain that 
the acute tension between the soviet 
union and China was passing and that 
seizure by China of the Chinese Hast- 
ern railway was not likely to lead to 
war. It was recognized that danger 
of complications still exist wath troops 
facing one another across the border 
but this was balanced by the solemn 
statements of both nations that neith- 
er would fight unless attacked. 

The foreign office today gave as- 
surance of its full support to the ef- 
forts of the United States and France 
to preserve peace between the dis- 
putants.

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OKEFENOKEE THIS WEEK 


Conservation Committee Will 
Inspect Proposed U. S. 
Forest Preserve. 


_ 


Waycross, Ga., July 20.—(Special.) 
The wonders of the great Okefenokee 
swamp, historic and picturesque 
wasteland in southeast Georgia, pro- 
posed as a government forest reserve, 
bird and wild life sanctuary, will be 
investigated next week by the con- 
servation committee of the lower house 
of the Georgia legislature; according 
to an announcement made here today 
by the Waycross and Ware County 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Bonnell Stone, chairman of the 
house committee, and author of a bill 
providing for the sale of the Okefen- 
okee to the federal government for 
reservation purposes, will be at the 
head of a party of approximately 30 


legislators and newspapermen who 
will compose the delegation from the 


state capital. 


The party is expected to reach 
Waycross Wednesday night. and the 
trek to the Okefenokee will start 
Thursday morning. The delegation 
will be carried from Waycross to a 
point on the edge of the swamp adja- 
cent to Folkston, and from there will 
be delivered into the custody of John 
M. Hopkins, well known naval stores 
operator, who is carrying on extensive 
operations in the swamp. Mr. Hop- 
kins will provide boats and equipment 
for the slow but entrancing journey 
which will lead into the very heart 
of the “land of trembling earth.” 


Wide Interest. 


The legislative investigation has 
created widespread interest on the 
part of the members of the conserva- 
tion committee, it was stated today 
in a communication from Bonnell 
Stone, and 20 members have asked 
for reservations. The newspapermen, 
photographers and others in the party 
will swell the number to at least 30. 
Mr. Stone states. There will be also 
a small delegation from Waycross in- 
cluded in the party. 

Going in the swamp through “the 
canal” the party will traverse sections 
of prairie land, lakes, islands, and 
muck bogs. Something will be seen 
of the scenic beauty, wild life and curi- 
osities of the Okefenokee. It is expect- 
ed that the boat trip will carry the 
visitors as far as Floyds Island, where 
is located the hunting lodge of the 
Hebards, owners of a vast section of 
the swamp. Plans are being made 
tor spending Thursday night on one 
of the swamp islands, and it is pos- 
sible that the trip will be extended 
through Friday night. 

The Waycross and Ware county 
Chamber of Commerce, the Lions 
Club, and the Kiwanis Club and the 
Junicr Chamber of Commerce will co- 
cperate in the entertainment of the 
party while in Waycross and the Oke- 
fenokee. 

After their visit to the “land of 
trembling earth” it is planned that 
the party be carried down the St. 
Marys river from Folkston to the 
historic town of St. Marys, eastern 
terminal of the proposed St. Marks 
canal, which project is now being 
considered by the Georgia legislature.

The 
data reqnested are for gaining a. bet- 
ter understanding of the universe out- 
side our earth, and of the earth’s up- 
per atmosphere. Furthermore the 
meteor reports in November may re- 
veal whether another great meteoric

The lest half of the year and the 
last half of the night is the best time 
to see meteors. The annual arrival of

about each 33 years, have furnished a 
shower like a rain of stars. They 
missed the earth in 1899.

Charles A. Conklin, one of Atlanta’s 
oldest and best known industrial lead- 
ers, died Saturday at his home, 1100 
Peachtree street, N. kK. He was 8&1 
years old, and although he had been 
m ill health and virtual retirement 
for the last four years his passing was 


rather unexpected as in the last few | 


months he had been able to be around 
hia home and to receive the scores of 
Visitors who called on him. 

Mr. Conklin was president of the 
Conklin Tin Plate and Metal Com- 
pany, which he tounded shortly after 
coming to Atlanta in 18S6. He had 
retired from active connection with 
the business world more than 20 years 
ago but retained his post as nominal 
head of the company, often visiting its 
offices and attending meetings of its 
directorate aud continuing to dictate 
its business policies. 

He possessed an astounding amount 
of energy which during the many years 
of his business life he divided almost 
equally in the affairs of his compauy 
and the general progress of Atlanta, 
Though he never had held or even as- 
pired to public office he was a domi- 
nant figure in the city’s affairs for 
more than 30 years. He was a mem- 
her of the leading clubs and civic or- 
ganizations and worked untiringly for 
many of the developments which have 
made Atlanta the outstanding city of 
the south. 

Korn in Long Island. 

Mr. Conklin was born at Pachgou 
long Island, N. Y., on July 9, 1545. 
He attended both public and private 
schoola in New York city and after 
completing his education embarked on 
his first business venture at Baltimore. 
There. as in Atlanta, whence he came 
in 1886, he was in the tin plate and 
etal business, though not on the large 

eenle that his company attained here, 

Immediately after the era of recon- 
struction had ended, Mr. Conklin saw 
in*the south a place for the develop- 
ment of many lines of business and to 
Atlanta he transferred his energies and 
his home. All through the vears of his 
enreer here he worked not only for 
himself and his family but the section 
he had adopted, as well. 

Mr. Conklin was trice married. His 
firat wife was Miss Virginia Lyon, of 
altimore, who died before he came 
te Atlanta. ‘The present Mra, Conklin 
who survives was Miss Anne Lamar 
Mays. She and Mr. Conklin were mar- 
ried April 17, 1901. 

Prominent Sportsman. 

Mr. Conklin was a prominent sports 
man in the earlier years of his life, 
fishing and outdoor games being his 
chief recreations. More than 35 years 
nego he established a summer home at 
Kineo. Maine. where he went each 
year his health would permit. 

Ile had been a member of the 
Saints Episcopal church for 


years and was one of the most promi-| 


nent Kyiscopal laymen in the south.

Valdosta, Ga., July 20.—(Special.) 
Twenty-one toba¢co markets in south 
Georgia are ready to open Tuesday 
morning, July 23, to handle a crop of 
bright leaf tobacco which is estimated 
at around 90,000,000 pounds ~ and 
which is expécted to bring to the pro- 
ducers approximately $12,000,000. 

The estimate for the tonnage is 
above that of 1928, which was 82.- 
000,000 pounds, and the price is esti- 
mated at practically $2,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the 1928 crop. These increas- 
ed estimates are given out by experi- 
enced men in the face of the fact that 
there has been no increase in the to- 
bacco acreage on the whole. The 
difference will be measured in a yield 
of more tobacco per acre which will 
mean much larger weighing. 

Then, it is the general opinion that 
the quality will average far above that 
of 1928 and accordingly bring a bet- 
ter price on the average. Six Geor- 
gia markets will have two sets of 
buyers through the season, these in- 
cluding Blackshear, Douglas, Nash- 
ville, Vidalia, Tifton and Valdosta. 
Other markets this season may show 
such increases in tonnage that will 
give to them an additional set of buy- 
ers next season. 


Three Warehouses. 


In the immediate Valdosta terri- 
tory there are three markets besides 
the local one. These include Nash- 
ville, with three large, well-equipped 
warehouses; Adel, with two of ample 
size to handle a much larger tonnage 
than the nearly 3,000,000 pounds sold 
there last year. Hahira has two 
splendid warehouses in the hands of 
experienced managers, where more 
than 2,500,000 pounds of tobacco were 
sold last year. This makes seven large 
warehouses in the Valdosta territory, 
within less than 30 miles radius. In 
Valdosta there are five warehouses 
actively competing for business, two 
of them of unusual size: a third of 
more than medium floor space and two 
smaller ones, and the combined space 
is large.

These warehousemen this season 
have put on the largest advertising 
campaign the industry has ever ex- 
perienced, and from the activity of the 
management it is expected that the 
volume of sales this year will increaxe 
materially.

Once during every period of a state's 
history there arises a great project to 
lead the development of the com- 
monwealth along new lines and to new 
goals.

Reproduction of Capotaline 
Wolf Is Presented to Rome 
By Mussolini Representative 
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Statue to Georgian Sis- 
ter of Eternal City on 
Premier’s Behalf. 


Rome, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)— 
Thousands thronged about the city 
auditorium in Rome this afternoon 
when Dr. Marco Biroli, Italian rep- 
resentative of 11 Duce, Benito Musso- 
lini, presented the city of Rome with 
a bronze reproduction of the famous 
Capotaline group, as a token of the 
premier’s esteem and friendship for 
the Georgia city. 

In his speech of presentation, Dr. 
Biroli briefly sketched the history of 
the American Chatillion artificial 
silk mill located here by himself and 
Dr. D. M. Balsom 22 months ago. 
It was at the laying of the corner- 
stone of this will that the motive 
of the Mussolini gift of today was 
originated. A leather folder  con- 
taining the account of the event was 
sent to Il Duce who had previously 
contributed a block of stone from the 
crumbling walls of the Coliseum in 
Rome, Italy, for this cornerstone. 

Dr. Biroli said: “I have the su- 
preme honor to present in the name 
of the governor of ancient Rome a 
copy of the Capotaline she-wolf to 
the city of Rome, Ga. Mr. Mayor, 
[ beg you to accept this gift as a 
token of our mutual love. Long life 
tr the United States of America— 
long life to Italy.” 

In making the presentation he also 
read a letter from the governor of 
Rome, which expressed the best 
wishes of the official and pledged 
friendship between the old and the 
new Romes. 

Following this the monument was 
unveiled by Dr. Biroli, as the Lindale 
band played the Italian national an- 
them. ‘T’.. B. Owens, chairman of the 
city board of commissioners accepted 
the gift and when he arose to ad- 
dress the huge throng, the band struck 
up the “Star Spangled Banner.” 

He said in part: “In the heart of 
ancient Rome in a museum on the 
Capotaline Hill stands a_ bronze 
statue. This statue tells of the story 
of the twin brothers, Romulus and 
Remus, legendary sons of Mars, the 
god of war, who were nourished by 
a wolf in their infancy. 

Brotherhood of Nations. 

“Today in Rome, Ga., there stands 
before you an exact copy of that re- 
nowned statue, sent to us as a gift 
and token of good will from the Ital- 
ian governor, Benito Mussolini. The 
value of this statue my fellow cit- 
izens, lies not in its intristic worth, 
great though that may he, its. true 
value lies in this, that it points the 
way to the universal brotherhood of 
nation, indissolubly united by chains 
of progress, prosperity and brotherly 
love. 

In response to the address of First 
Commissioner Owens, Chevalier Atti- 
li» Bollati, royal Italian’ consul, 
spoke and said in part. “It is our 
ardent desire that this Roman wolf, 
the symbol of a great civilization 
which has handed down its knowledge 
of law and commerce to the rest of 
the world, will inspire this new Rome 
as it did Rome of the old continent 
and help you continue with your 
splendid work in harmony and peace.” 
“T am sure that this symbol will be 
as sacred to you as it is to the Ital- 
ians.” Senator William J. Harris 
and his brother, General P. C. Har- 
ris, were introduced and each made 
short talks painting in glowing terms 
the significant gesture im the gift of 
Mussolini. 

©. O. Walden, president of the 
chamber of commerce, was the master 
of ceremonies and introdneced = each 
speaker. He stated that the modern 
civilization is rapidly coming to the 
day when the word “foreign” will be 
obsolete. He called the divine bless- 
ing upon the premier and asked that 
Romans join hands and hearts in dis- 
pensing brotherliness and good will

In her affidavit, Mrs. Burns said 
that she gave Burns’ identity to the 
officers not through motives of jeal- 
ousy, but because he is a “menace to 
society.” Mrs. Burns said that Burns 
was just a soldier of fortune. She 
charged that he was not decorated or 
wounded, as claimed, but that a sear 
on the back of his neck was caused 
by a carbuncle in 1925 instead of -by 
a war wound, 

Mrs. Burns declared in her affi- 
davit: “The undersigned, feeling thaé 
Mr. Burns was a menace to society, a 
man who would stoop to do anything, ~ 
notified the Georgia authorities ~ 
through the state's attorney of Cook © 
county that Robert E. Burns was is 
the city of Chicago. It is to be thors 
oughly understood that the under. 
signed did not give the information as 
to the whereabouts of Mr. Burns to the 
(zeorgia authorities because of jealousy 
for the other woman but because sha 
had been so much abused by him and 
hecause he had no respect for any 
laws, either legal, moral or spiritual, 
and further because he had taken hes 
life savings and left her penniless 
while he lived in luxury.”

Happy Hunter 
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The Fastest Human. 


The debate concerning the name of the Fastest Human is still under 
way. 
Through Ohio and other parts of the United States Simpson, of Ohio 
State, has been nominated for this honor. Canada quite naturally ob- 
jects to the Simpson nomination, as the name of Percy Williams is of- 
fered. Simpson still has a 100-yard record of 9 2-5 under official cori- 
sideration, but Canada’s rebuttal is that Williams won the 100 and 200 
meter races from the pick of the world at the Olympic games-a year 
ago, and that he has beaten such American sprinters as Tolan, Wyckoff 
and Bracey since. The use of the starting block still seems to be the 
barrier in the way of Simpson’s new record. Whether or not he could 
beat Williams or whether Williams could beat him if both were right 
is a matter of opinion. , 

Williams has put more upon the record books in the course of the 
last year than any other sprinter. But Williams and Simpson would have 
to meet in more tan one race before the sprinting supremacy could 
be officially awarded. 


The Return of Sweetser. 


It is to be hoped that Jess Sweetser will find time and opportunity : 


to make the trip to Pebble Beach* for the next amateur golf champion- 
ship. Sweetser proved that he had come back to his old stride when he 
stepped around Sleepy Hollow at an average of 71 for three rounds. 
His last two rounds of 70-68 were up to anybody’s best. 

Sweetser is a fine match play competitor. He is one of the most 
determined golfers in the hunt, a golfer with a lot of fiber who is 
always hard to discourage. He hasn’t had the chance to play much 
golf since his return from the British amateur of 1926, but he-has ap- 


parently picked up most of his old form. Sweetser’s fine jron play 
makes him doubly formidable. He has little bend or break in his wrists 


‘at the top of the swing, and that seems to give him better control. The 


simplicity of his swing is one of its leading features. Sweetser would 
be a factor at Pebble Beach. He isn’t sure that he can take the time 
away for a California jaunt, but he has had so little time off in the 
last few years he may decide that he needs a vacation.

Either 
would have been a tough match for Tilden when Tilden was at his 
best, and Tilden isn’t the Big Bill of 1920-1926 by several low and 
high hurdles. : 

The French have dominated world tennis for three years, and their 
reign isn’t over yet, if any one can bank on form and dope. They have 
too much skill, youth, experience and confidence to be halted, unless 
sport runs into the largest upset it has known in a number of years.

ATLANTA’S SUMMER FAME. 

Atlanta has another big feather 
in its cap of fame as a delectable 
Summer resort. In the house of 
the general assembly on Wednes- 
day 120 members voted in favor 
of annual sessions. That was a 
majority of all and plainly shows 
their eagerness to come to Atlanta 
every summer, instead of every 
second summer, to bask in the de- 
lightful, healthful climate and spend 
their $7 per diem for the hospi- 
talities and recreations of this 
booming capital city. 

Very naturally Atlantans love to 
have the general assembly in their 
midst, for the couple of hundred 
thousand dollars it causes to be 
spent in the city are helpful to the 
hotels, boarding houses, stores, 
amusements and cafeterias of the 
city. To have so much help to our 
summer business every yéar instead 
of every two years is desirable 
from many viewpoints. 


But we strongly suspect that a 
project to have annual sessions 
would meet with the strenuous and 
fatal opposition of a great majority 
of the people who have come to 
look upon the general assembly 
with suspicion that it is a too cost- 
ly luxury to be indulged in oftener 
than once in every two years.

It is rather tiresome to read the 
stream of tirades against the parent- 
hood of the nation. It has become 

an exculpatory 
stunt to charge 
responsibility 
for the increas- 
ing volume of 
crimes commit- 
ted by the 
younger people 
of the country 
upon the laxi- 
ties of parental 
control and dis- 
ecipline alone.

That there are parents in all com- 
munities who do not supervise and 
direct the manners and conduct of 
their children. cannot be denied, but 
whether the proportion of such dere- 
lict fathers and mothers is much great- 
er in this than in past generations is 
one that cannot be either mathematic- 
ally or morally determined.

The Tale of the Tables. 


We are often confronted with 
tables of comparative figures to prove 
that the youth of the nation is more 
largely tending to crime than the other 
elements of the population. Such fig- 
ures seem to be convincing and alarm- 
ing to persons not otherwise informed. 


But, as a rule, statistics are not 
always digestible. Like German sau- 
sages, “it depends upon who makes 
them !” 


The creation of juvenile courts all 
over the country has enabled those 
who are statistics addicts to swell 
their arguments with a formidable ar-

ray of figures to indicate that the | 


youth of America is “hell-bent.” 


But the same sort of statistics could 
have been compiled as alarmingly 40 
years ago. I was an officer of the 
criminal courts of the Atlanta circuit 
for 10 years in that era and know for 
certainty that the complaints of

now.

meanors then are now felonies and re- 
sult in commitments on conviction to 
state institutions instead of being dis- 


posed of by fines and short jail or 
chain-gang sentences. 


Prison Population Decreasing. 

The latest tabulation of prisoners 
committed to all penal institutions is 
a comparison between the years 1910 
and 1923. 
commitments in 1910 was 497,787 and 
in 1923 was 357,493. Of the latter 
number 169,333 were committed for 
“non-payment of fine,” or 47.4 per 
cent of all who were sent to prisons 
in that year. 

The number sent to penal institu- 
tions during the minority of the culprit 
was less than one-tenth of 1 per cent! 
(See World Almanac, 1929, page 303.) 

All the reliable figures which have 
come to me from over the country do 
not bear out the contention that the 
young people are supplying the bulk 
of the crimes of the nation. 

If that were true New York state 
should be the barometer to show the 
pressure—yet the total convictions of 
all ages in all the courts of record in 
New York state were 9,480 in 1926 
and 7,947 in 1927. There was an in- 
crease in misdemeanor convictions 
which was wholly attributable to vio- 
lations of the traffic laws upon the 
state highways. 

There are nearly 25,000,000 fami- 
lies in the United States proper, with 
30,000,000 members between 10 and 
25 years of age. It stands to reason 
that if those are the ages of prevalent 
criminality the army of criminals 
ought to be equal to that which we 
sent into the World War—and then 
some—but it ain't!

The Real Stimulants te Crime. 

It is my conviction that as large 
a proportion of the parents of today 
are as jealous of the good conduct of 
their children as at any time in our 
past history. 

But people who live so much more 
in big apartment cliff-dwellings, feed 
at cafeterias, and can find ordinary 
recreation only at the movies, cannot 
exercise the same disciplinary control 
that parents did in another day when 
nearly every family had its own indi- 
vidual dwelling place. 

Modern inventions have multiplied 
the incentives and opportunities for 
the criminal-minded to do lawless 
things, but they have not raised the 
general level of crimes in the statis- 
tical records of the whole population. 

The publicity given to criminal acts 
now largely distorts the proportions 
of the national lawlessness. 

The courts, we all know, deal too 
leniently with criminals, as a_ rule. 
and governors are too prone to parole 
and pardon convicts—and there are 
incentives to crime than 
such palterings with penalties—except 
lack of money or lack of liquor!

Captain George Fried has charge 
of the vessel, and there is certainly au 
added sense of safety. However.

ness. I am quite

distressed vessel. During that period 
great pressure was brought to bear on 
him by some of the passengers to give 
up the search. One big business man, 
especially, urged the importance of 
his engagement. We now know what 
little effect it had on this.superb sea- 
man, who believed he was in a bigger 
business, and under a more impor- 
tant obligation than any in Wall 
Street. 

It is interesting to see how serious- 
ly Captain Fried takes his position as 
host to his passengers. Quite a por- 
tion of his days at sea are taken up 
with receiving parties in his cabin, and

There is so much im our life in 
America which develops a narrowed 
nationalism, which bars the winding of 
our souls to the light from other 
lands. That type of American brag- 
gadocio which mistakes loudness for 
loyalty, and provincialism for patri- 
otism, blinds us to the splendid con- 
tributions which the older civilizations 
have to make to us. There is a very 
“happy mean,” in deed, between the 
intellectual snob who esteems all 
things foreign to be better than what 
we have at home, and the blatant 
Americans too well known abroad. 
who describes all the older civiliza- 
tions of the world as “back numbers. 

Included and implied in this view- 
point, is in the accompanying contempt 
shown for the peoples of other coun- 
tries. If one has accepted the bur- 
lesque definitions of other nationals, 
given by the popular play or novel, it 
is exceedingly difficult to rid himself 
of this conception when he goes 
aborad. He is apt to see these peo- 
ples from the standpoint of these pre- 
conceptions and what is worse, revive 
his conception of them in his manner 
toward them. 

But my faith is that, in the long 
run, the good sense and essential love 
of fair play in our American people 
will triumph over our provincialisms, 
and that without surrendering that 
which is good in our own civilization, 
we shall gladly appropriate that which 
is be:t in others. I have a deeper 
faith, also, in human nature itself, 1 
feel quite sure that while there will 
come frictions, irritations, and even 
deeper hurts, where peoples of differ- 
ent nationalities and. races come to- 
gether, that the better we know each 
other, the more hope thete is for a 
peaceful world. So I believe this an- 
nual invasion-of Kurope by America is 
a friendly invasion.

Mukden. Manchuria.—A visit to the 
home of Chang Hsueh-liang, war lord 
of Manchuria and three other prov- 
inces of north China, is calculated to 
be somewhat hard on the nerves of an 
American. 

Since the assassination of the first 
Chang some 18 months ago his 28- 
year-old son has held the reins in 
north China, and probably no man in 
all the far east, with the possible ex- 
ception of the emperor of Japan, is 
more closely guarded.

Growers of Farm Products 


Editor, Constitution: Atlanta has 
just had the opportunity of hearing 
from our Georgia senator, W. F. 
George, an exhaustive statement ex- 
plaining the object and workings of 
the farmer's relief bill and the op- 
eration of the newly organized fed- 
eral farm board. 

It was explained how Georgia farm- 
ers may share and benefit in the fed- 
eral aid now offered to improve and 
facilitate marké@ting agencies. 

This aid will go exclusively to ag- 
ricultural co-operative organizations, 
The individual grower cannot have ac- 
cess to this large sum that has been 
appropriated for the purpose of farm 
relief except through his connection 
with a co-operative in which he has 
membership. 

This puts the situation fairly up 
to the individual farmer to associate 
himself with his fellows in community 
co-operative selling agencies. Will he 
do thie? Experience in the past has 
proved this to be a difficult problem. 
The southern farmer is by heredity 
and inclination a natural individual- 
ist who, against his own interest, 
usually prefers to go his way alone. 
How may a plan of education for his 
benefit be effected? 

The day for the individual business 
man in any line is rapidly leaving 
him at a great disadvantage against 
the modern system of combinations 
and mergers. Organized union labor 
long ago learned that the rights of 
the worker could only be protected 
through organization by which he 
could maintain his rights to collec- 
tive bargaining in dealing with the 
organized employer.

Mental Disease on the Increase, 


Says Dr. Swint, National Authority 


Dr. Roger C. Swint, superintendent 
of the Georgia state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville, made a most interesting 
address during the past week before 
the Atlanta Kiwanis Club on “The 
Mental Disease Problem.” 

On this subject Dr. Swint is an 
authority ot national reputation. His 
address was received with such deep 
interest that The Constitution pre- 
sents the following outline: 

Dr. Swint stated that mental dis- 
ease had been known about since the 
b-ginning of history, and the concep- 
tin and treatment of mental disease 
might be said to be divided into two 
periods: (1) The pre-modern period 
which extended from the beginning of 
history to within a little over 100 
vears ago. (2) The modern period, 
which extends from the pre-modern to 
the present time. 

During the pre-modern period peo- 
ple thought that mental diseases had 
a supernatural origin and that the af- 
flicted individual waa devil-possessed, 
During recent times the public mind 
is gradually accepting the idea that 
an individual mentally sick is not 
devil-possessed or moonstruck, but 
mentally sick in the similar sense th: : 
one is physically sick who has ty- 
phoid fever or pneumonia, but that 
the mind, being the greatest posses- 
sion an individual has, and a disor- 
dered or diseased mind was the great- 
est calamity that could befall one 
during his journey through life. Dur- 
ing the past 30 years the transition 
from one view of the problem to an- 
other has been rather rapid and ex- 
perimental psychology had made quite 
a contribution to our present concep- 
tion of the problem: hence the current 
trend of modern psychiatry has been 
more or less psychologie in practice. 


Outgrown Facilities. 


Dr. Swint said that he could not 
properly discuss the mental disease 
problem ip the state without talking 
about the facilities and equipment that 
this commenwealth had provided for 
this tremendous problem. This equip- 
ment being the Georgia state sanita- 
rium at Milledgeville, Ga., the state's 
greatest charity. He reviewed the his- 
tory of this great charity, stating that 
the institution had grown during the 
S7 years of its operation to contain a 
population of 5,252, with 673 patients 
on furlough, making a total of 5.925 
on the active records of the institution. 
He stated that the sanitarium was a 
city within itself, having its own mod- 
ern waterworks plant, ice and cold 
storage plant, laundry, dairy, patho- 
logical and X-ray laboratories and 
other accessary things for the opera- 
tion of a large state hospital. The 
sanitarium owned 3,628 acres of land 
and the institution has an estimated 
value of lands, buildings and equip- 
ment of about $2,500,000. It requires 
747 officers and employes to properly 
operate the institution as now con- 
ducted, and of this number there are 
32 officers and 520 nurses and at- 
tendants, The institution is owned by 
the state, under the control of a board 
of trustees appointed by the governor, 
and maintained by legislative appro- 
priation and is entirely eleemosynary. 
That while the state was making a 
notable contribution to this problem, 
the problem had outgrown the equip- 
ment. 

The 1927 legislature appropriated 
$500,000 for additional buildings and 
since then the trustees had constructed 
a fire-resistant buiiding to treat 420 
colored females, and they now have 


under construction a modern three- 
story fire-resistant building called the 
psychopathic hospital building that 
will care for about 240 patients, com- 
posed of white males and females who 
are just admitted to the institution. 
The third story of this building will 
be compeee with a modern hospital 
ward with modern operatir< room and 
diet kitchen. This part of the building 
will be devoted to the treatment of 
certain sick and surgical cases. The 
two lower floors will serve as recep- 
tion wards for new admissions, where 
they will be studied mentally and 
physically, brought before the medical 
staff and their cases discussed for 
diagnostic grouping and treatment be- 
fore being transferred to other wards 
of the institution for continued treat- 
ment. 

It will require an additional appro- 
priation for buildings to care for the 
overcrowding that now obtains, be- 
cause when this new building is com- 
pleted the institution will still be over- 
crowded by about 700 patients, and 
provision should be made for the fu- 
ture growth of the problem ‘if this 
commonwealth is to meet the problem 
in a modern and humane way and 
avoid kéeping these unfortunates con- 
fined in. the county jails. With the 
overcrowding that now obtains, the 
institution is compelled to refuse ad- 
mission to many urgent cases in va- 
rious counties of the state and this 
necessarily causes considerable suffer- 
ing. Looking to the future and with 
the welfare of the problem uppermost 
in theie minds, the board of trustees 
are now recommending the founding 
of another state hospital for the treat- 
ment of mental diseases in another 
section of the state. 

Mental Disease Increasing. 

Over 1,500 applications for admis- 
sion are received annually, ard about 
40 per cent of those admitted are 
afflicted with organie and degenera- 
tive brain disease, and are incurable 
and the best that can be hoped for 
them is improvement. An average of 
nbout 2 1-2 patients are daily fur- 
loughed and about 21 per cent of them 
are restored, 60 per cent improved 
and 19 per cent unimproved but harm- 
less. Under the law, these patients 
may be returned to the institution 
within 12 months if they do not prop- 
érly adjust themselves, 

During the past 20 years the white 
population of the sanitarium had in- 
creased 5:5 per cent and the colored 
population ¢8 per cent. That Geofgia's 
mental disease problem was no more 
acute or pressing than other states, 
but that this commonwealth had not 
provided the _ facilities needed to 
promptly admit patients. The ratio of 
st.te eare in Georgia being about 1 
to every 500 population, whereas in 
some of the northern states, with more 
urban eys@ronments and foreign popu- 
lation, the ratio is 1 to 250. 

Dr. Swint stated that mental dis 
ease is on the increase and the caise 
is to be found in bad heredity and the 
stress of environment, and in order 
to stem the tide of the growth of the 
problem we should begin to pay more 
attention to preventive measures and 
these measures are mainly the prac- 
tice of mental hygiene in the home, 
school, social life and business. 

Finally, attention should be given

| Takes Direct Issue 
With Legislature 
On Highway Bonds 


Editor Constitution: For 25 years 
Georgians hava fought their way over 
the muck and mire of Geofgia roads, 
paying a costly toll, in our feeble at- 
tempt to keep up with civilization 
by accepting the automobile as our 
means of transportation. 

We have paid dearly for every mile 
we have ridden and have cheerfully 
paid every tax, hoping that we would 
at least survive long eneugh to see 
our children. rid of ‘the shackles that 
have so long held us in the mud. We 
even dared to dream of a day wh-n 
visitors from other sections can tra- 
verse our “highways” without the mor- 
tal fear and dread they now feel when 
their travels force them to make the 
attempt to “get through” these 
“abominable Georgia roads.” 

Most of us can remember the few 
years ago when we would venture 
to use our cars in the winter months 
and shudder to recall the axle-deep 
mud of our. red hills and the treach- 
erous, slippery, sliding plunges 


helpless, and a few days before in 
the southern sections we were spin- 
ning in the sands or ploughing blind- 
ly through miles of water. 

We have endured our hardships of 
the past and are willing to carry 
our burdens right along, but would 
like to have the hope of realizing our 
vision of paved roads in our own life- 
time in our own state, rather than 
only when we visit other states. 

it’s our children and our children’s 
children that will enjoy the benefits 
of our forethought in establishing a 
system of permanent roads, and the 
bonded indebtedness will not cost them 
as much as we are now paying. 

Issuance of bonds is the accepted 
solution for the development = and 
progress of the majority of our great 
enterprises, and what enterprise 
should be. greater than our own com- 
monwealth? Could you build a great 
railroad system on the “pay-as-you- 
go” plan? Would it be fair to ask 
the people who had spent most of 
their life and money in clegring and 
grading the right-of-way and hewin, 
the crossties to make the final co- 
tribution of laying the rails so that 
future generations might ride without 
toll or cost. 

We are taking sufficient punish- 
ment now to entitle us to some con- 
sideration, if not relief. Think of 
what we must go through with for 
the next few years while the roads 
are being paved, for ou. extensive sys- 
tem of “detours” is but a repetition 
of the bumps we have already had, 
or possibly worse. 

If every member of the general as- 
sembly who is pretending to oppose 
the bond issue, which is really the 
best possible “farm relief,” could be 
forced to drive a car to Rome, Ga., 
and return the same day via our lat- 
est “detours” of more than forty 
miles out of the 50 between Marietta 
and Rome. Would only ask that 
they change “one” tire en route and 
return the same day if possible. They 
would eat enough dirt and dust g- 
ing up to give them enough “grit 
to vote their convictions, and after 
the noon shower the return road 
would be as slick as the proverbial 
politician and just as dangerous. 

The depreciation on any automo- 
hile after this trip, 140 miles, would 
be at least 40 per cent, and a ruined 
suit of clothes, too, but after this 
“shakeup” if Mr. Legislator was able 
to rise he would shout a lusty “Yes 
for bonds and the future rapid prog- 
ress of our Empire state. 

Think how much our highway de- 
partment would save on the future 
upkeep of paved roads as compared 
with the present existing conditions, 
and the saving on detour signs alone 
would pay a lot of interest. 

Now think what Mr. ‘Taxpayer 
would save in depreciation of his car 
and tires, time and patience. 

Our Georgia roads have been tear- 
ing up automobiles and tires so fast 
that it has necessitated the building 
of two mammoth assembly plants, 
large distribution warehouses, tire 
factories and innumerable junk yards 
in our midst, and even now they are 
as far behind with deliveries as we 
are with our “easy payments. 

With paved roads our cars would 
last many years after the paymen‘s 
had been completed out of our sav- 
ings on repair bills. | 
at THOMAS M. TURNER.

;’ namely, the observed ways 
of nature’s processes, because we live 
by them. 

But there are two ways of verifying 
an idea. Take the conception of God 
as love. Did any man “discover” that? 
Of course he did. But he did not dis- 
cover it as he did the assurance that 
coal will burn. Can we verify that 
God is love? Again we answer in the 
affirmative. Yet in both instances the 
verification proceeds by experience, 
but by different experiences, Fither 
the belief that God is love is the 
result of “Direct Revelation” or man’s 
consciousness of that love is simply 
an illusion. As a matter of fact, both 
types of experience are life's control- 
ing factors. ;

The Tulsa station now shares time 
with WAPI, the University of Ala- 
bama station on 1140 kilocycles, The 
commission recently ordered the two 
stations to conduct synchronization 
experiments with the view of allow- 
ing both to operate full time on the 


same channel. Engineers of KVOO 
say synchronization cannot be success 
fully accomplished and that the

They are naive enough 
not to consider this contrast insulting. I 
doubt if the American is less sensitive than 
other human beings. Perhaps he deserves 
some praise for suppressing his inevitable 
resentment of the condescension of the Eu- 
repean—a condescension which is possible, 
he knows, only because the European re- 
-fuses to remember history and for the most 
part is dismally ignorant of what is going 
on in America. 

The history which the Furopean forgets 
is simply this: That America is composed 
of people who found European civilization 
unsatisfactory. Some few after trying the 
new country have preferred to return, but 
this minority has been negligible. Most of 
us are glad our parents or ancestors 
brought the family over, and we are not 
surprised that Europeans, in spite of their 
criticisms, still wish to leave and come te 
us in such numbers that we are sometimes 
considered cruel for setting limits to their 
migration. 

Of course, those who wish to come are 
. not the people who write the criticisms of 
us. If M. Caillaux wished to be quite fair 
he should explain that he speaks for the 
class who have managed to stay on top 
and to skim the cream of European civili- 
zation. Those who migrated to the United 
Siates are the poor, the workers, who have 
not been well treated by the class for whom 
M. Caillaux speaks. M. Caillaux's article 
is a warning to them that they are going 
the wrong way; that they should stay in 
Europe and remain restricted in their am- 
bition, undereducated, underpaid and over- 
worked. They will probably continue to 
leave Europe, where the benefits of civili- 
zation have largely been denied them. 

The levely things which the tourist ad- 
mired in -the old world were for the rich 
and well born. Any working man with a 

keen mind would ask himself why he, too, 
should not have education, a home with 
some comfort and sanitation, a share in 
the enjoyment of arts, facilities within rea- 
son for travel and sightseeing. Those who 
asked these have come, and still 
wish to come, to a land where a working 
man can have these things. 

But M. Cailleux thinks this is al] very 
wrong. However excellent these privileges 
were for the rich and the well born in Evu- 
rope, he thinks they will have distressing 
effects upon the workmen in our country, 
and by contagion upon the workmen in 
ether lands. Im other words, prosperity for 
the workmen of the United States will, in 
'M. Caillaux’s opinion, drag down civiliza- 
tion. 

M. Caillaux’s argument is as follows: 
The modern world, under the leadership of 
the United States, wants material pros- 
perity. To achieve this result the worid 
must produce. In order to produce Amer- 
ica has developed organization. Organiza- 
tion, according to M. Caillaux, is equiva- 
Jent te, Taylorization. Therefore, says M. 
Caillaux, the life of the workman is un- 
bearably monotonous, and shortly the 
working classes and the others dragged 
down by them are to be “engulfed in the 
‘general sloth and ignorance.” 

Certainly there is monotony in some 
phases of organized production. Some tasks 
in modern manufacturing are soul dead- 
ening. It is a duty of American civili- 
zation to remove these monotonies. But if 
M. Caillaux thinks that what he calls Tay- 
lorization characterizes the life of the 
American workman he simply knows too 
little about the country to pretend to 
Judge us, 

In the country as a whole, the rura! dis- 
tricte as well as the cities, we have a clase 
of carpenters, masons, plumbers, and other 
crafismen who not only are far more pros- 
perous in material ways than they possibly 
could be in Europe, but who also enjoy @ 
level of education and culfre which As- 


rope never pretended to give them, nor had 
the slightest wish to. Individuals there 
have said what I am saying now—men and 
women, long before the World War, long 
before Europe learned the too easy formula 
of blaming all her defects on that catas- 
trophe, have tried to inaugurate a truly 
social point of view, but their success has 
been too slight to alter the tradition. 

Europe as a whole has lacked faith in 
its own civilization; it has never believed 
that its own civilization was a good thing 
te develop or to share. It is proud of its 
‘scientists, but does not apply their discov- 
eries. It delights in the trained mind, but 
it has not cared to make intellectual train- 
ing available for all the people. 

What Americans see in the record is that 
our land is only the logical development 
of certain things in the European past. I 
have referred to the reason for the migra- 
tions in our direction. If we have develop- 
ed our natural resources by scientific 
means—and this, to M. Caillaux, is a grave 
error on our part—at least the scientific 
discoveries on which our progress has been 
based were, many of them, made in Eu- 
rope. The American temperament wil 
never understand why Europe, instead of 
America, did not carry Europe to its logical 
conclusion—still less, why Europe should be 
annoyed at us for finishing what Europe 
began. Time and again, in more matters 
than the Panama Canal, it has been the 
fate of the United States to complete what 
Europe thought of and left either half 
done or bungled. It does not seem to us 
good sportsmanship to biame us for do- 
ing what the old world would have done 1if 
it could, or if it had had the courage. 

The examples are many. In the last 100 
years there has been no greater benefactor 
of mankind, perhaps, than Pasteur. That 
is, he is a benefactor ig so far as his dis- 
coveries are put to use. In the United 
States I can buy Pasteurized milk very 
easily for my children. In Paris it is hard 
to find it, unless I buy it from an Ameri- 
can agency. Europe is dubioks afi our 
skyscrapers in New York, yet in the 
Eiffel Tower stands, and a monument is 
erected to M. Eiffel for his engineering 
achievement. Somehow this achievement 
seems better in the eyes of Europe becaus 


it is not put to general use, as are our tall 


buildings. 

Ne scientific discovery in recent years 
has been much more brilliant than that ef 
radium by Mme. Curie. Almost any first 
rate hospital in the United States has more 
radium to work with than all the hespitais 
of France put together. The radium with 
which Mme. Curie now works, inadequate 
though it is for her needs, was contri¥ated 
as the gift of American admirers. 

To say that America is riched than Bu- 
rope, is, I think, merely to obscure the 
issue. Since the war Europe is badly hand- 
icapped, but the differences which I am 
noticing were true before the war. The 
sums of money involved in all these mat- 
ters are not prodigious, yet if they seem 
so to the European, we Americans feel that 
the civilization which M. Caillaux thinks 
Geplorably materialistic cannot be so very 
bad if it has had for a long time the habit 
of giving prodigally ta education, to science, 
to the arts, not only in our land, but in 
Europe. 

If M. Caillaux were willing to admit all 
the facts, he might confess that Europe, 
even before the war, had ceased to per- 
petuate its own civilization, that its wealthy 


men failed to pay back what they owed 
to the community as a whole. that its 


privileged classes withheld some of their 


privileges from the working classes which 
supported them, and that this selfish be- 
havior on the part of those Europeans who 
ought to have had greater vision, has pro- 
duced on one side of them a nation of 
workers who have succeeded in getting ac- 
cess to the comforts and the graces of life, 
and one the other side, Russia, exploding in 
the effort to get those same. graces and 
comforts. 


Europe has never had the courage to un- 
dertake popular education. Individuais 
have pleaded for it, but the intention be- 
hind the educational systems of Europe, 
except now in Russia, has been to keep the 
fortunate man in his fortunate position in 
society, and to keep the workman in his 
place. With this intention embedded in the 
European temperament, science in a prac- 
tical form has been and will remain un- 
welcome, because science, if applied, would 
immediately better the lot of the worker, 
reduce his hours and supply him with 
leisure. 


The European fights off this dreadful 
catastrophe, as M. Caillaux does, by ask- 
ing what good leisure will do to a working 
man. Won't he fall a prey to that dread- 
ful thing, the cinema, or won't he waste his 
time in a motor car? Of course, the Amer- 
ican feels that the motive behind such 
questions, even if it is unconscious, is 
childishly clear. To us it seems no more 
dangerous for a workman to own a motor 
car than for M. Caillaux to own one. Per- 
haps M. Caillaux goes to a theater instead 
of to the cinema. The workman would be 
glad to do the same thing if he could 
afford it. In the meantime, he crowds 
the cinema. I don't think he has a 
wide range of choice. As far as I have 
observed him, he works prodigiously hare 
and receives in return wages too small to 
provide any margin for intellectual or spir- 
itual comforts. 


The American is ready to admit, as I 
said, that in our organization for produc- 
tion there are. certain monotonous tasks. 
That menotony will sooner or later be re- 
moved by” other mechanical inventions or 
by better organization. The European 
workman has been taught to dread the in- 
troduction of machines. Those who wish 
to keep him down have whispered to him 
that with every machine there is likely to 
be less employment. This fear has -some 
ground, of course, in a country which is not 
sufficientiy productive, and too much of 
Europe, unfortunately, is given over to un- 
productive work. Bad as the monotony in 
the American factory may sometimes be, 
it is yet a sacrifice in the interests of a 
stupendous production of wealth, in which 
the workman shares. What can be said 
for even greater monotony which is abso- 
lutely unproductive? 


Much as I love M. Caillaux’s country, Ll 
know no land where one more frequently 
sees monotonous labor of this sort. Dur- 
ing the last winter I have watched the 
men at the gates of Paris who ask every 
taxi entering or leaving how much gas is in 
the tank, and who then give the driver a 
ticket registerjng the amount so that a tax 
can be collected on the surplus when he 
comes back. It is the least practical way 
man could imagine to collect a tax on gas- 
oline. Of course, nobody ever has the 
wrong amount when he comes back, and 
the man who hands you out the ticket and 
the man who asks for it again both know 
the operation is futile. 

When these men have gone through 
these motions a sufficient number of vears, 
they will receive a pension from the state. 
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So with the other petty officials at the 
other ociroi stations in the land, whose days 
and nights are given supposedly to the col- 


lecting of revenue, but in effect to the?) 


Slowing up of traffic and the interruption 
of circulation. Our own way of handling 
the matter may not be ideal, but we col- 
lect a tax on each gallon of gasoline sold. 
The tax is really collected, and we avoid 
the army of unproductive officials. 

Or my readers may remember the exas- 
perating ceremonies you must go through 
to get into a French theater. 
ing about the endless and futile clerical 


work over which a French business em- | 


ploye spends his monotonous -hours and 
ruins his eyesight. But such a process as 
buying a theater ticket involves at least 
four people at the box office, and some- 
times six. You buy a piece of paper admit- 
ting vou to the region of the house vou 
wish to sit in, and you then take the pa- 
per to three able-bodied men in a row be- 
hind a high desk, who by their joint ef- 
forts assign you to a particular seat. All 
three men are, from the American point of 
view, useless. and worse than that, since 
their unproductive activities make a dread- 
ful congestion in the corridor. A machine 
can print the precise number of the seat 
on each ticket—but if our methods were 
followed I suppose some real work would 
have to be found for the three men, and 
Europe shudders at the problem. 


While I was in France last year I had 
the privilege of visiting, with other tour- 
ists, a famous castle, long asociated with 
American memories. The present owner, 
a man of the beautiful culture which M. 
Caillaux admires. had restored it. It is per- 
haps unkind of me to insert the fact that 
the restoration was made possible by Amer- 
ican money which came into the family 


through marriage. So far as the historical — 


aspects of the castle are concerned, the 
restoration is superb. The part of the 
building in which the owner and his fam- 
ily live when they visit the estate is the 
last word in refinement and comfort. The 
kitchen, however, which supplies the owner 
and his guests, is still where it was hun- 
dreds of vears ago, under ground, and 
nearly a hundred yards from the dining 
room. “8 


The retinue of servants is necessarily 
enormous. Some able-bodied human being 


has to trav] a hundred yards and up sev- 


eral flights of stairs to bring a boiled egg 
to the table. We Americans would fee) it 
none of our business to criticize these ar- 
rangements. if M. Caillaux were not so hard 
on us for having brought that kitchen 
above ground, and for having made menial 
tasks less menial. 
ilization stands for. And most of us would 
rather take our chance with it than with 
the European civilization which can enjoy 
a meal produced by so much unnecessary 
drudgery. 

Meanwhile M. Caillaux's fears for our 
cultura! future are somewhat diminished in 
my mind by the fact that the artists, the 
writers, the musicians, in his country and 
in other parts of Europe, eventually find 
their best and most profitable audience in 
the United States. The leisure and the eco- 
nomic freedom which our civilization is 
producing is turned to account in just those 
directions which leisure and economic free- 


That is what our civ- 


dom have always sought, since human na- 
ture is not radically different in the two 
continents—as soon as man has time and 
sufficient wealth he will try to satisfy the 
baffled hungers of his soul and reach for 
the beauty and the satisfactions which have 
hitherto been denied him. 

If M. Caillaux replies that I am an op- 
timist, that 1 have too much faith in man, 
] reply: not too much for America. And 
I adc that unless Europe can acquire faith 
im man, ite civilization will certainly, as he 
fears. perish

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The Senate, In Its Decision to Let the Public In on Most of the Deliberations That Have Been Secret 
In the Past, Yielded Another Point In the War Against Star Chamber Sessions That, 
Has Been Waged Intermittently Throughout Its History

FTER nearly 150 years of theo- 
retical secrecy as to such matters, 
the United States senate has de- 
cided to take the public into its 
confidence as to its deliberations on treaties 
and on nominations for federal offices. 
This action, taken just before the summer 
recess of congress, put a stop for the time 
being to the uproar produced by newspa- 
per publication of two supposedly secret roll 
calls during the preceding few months. 
It is possible that the armistice may be 
only temporary, for the senate did not go 
to the extreme of abolishing secret sessions 
altogether. Nor did it agree that all roll 
calls taken in secret sessions should be 


published, as many senators have demand- 
ed. But, whereas until the recent change 
in the senate rules the consideration of a 
treaty or a nomination in secret session 
was the normal course and could be chang- 
ed only by a two-thirds vote taken in se- 
cret, the situation now is that all treaties 
and nominations are to be considered in 
open session, except in cases where by a 
majority vote the senate shall decide that 
a particular treaty or nomination shall be 
considered in secret. 

Even where this latter course is pursued 
it will now be possible to make public the 
vote on any question decided in secret ses- 
sion whenever a majority of the senate so 
desires Formerly a two-thirds vote was 
required 

Stull another change in the rules is that 
which specifically authorizes any senator at 
any time to reveal how he himself voted on 
any question in secret session. This will 
put an end to the ridiculous sitnation which 
has arisen many times in senatorial cam- 
paigns when a senator, accused by his op- 
ponents of having voted for or against a 
certain nomination or treaty. was forbidden 
to deny or affirm the charge without ren- 


dering h.mself liable to expulsion from the 


senate. There has never been an expul- 
sion for this reason, but the rule was 
there, nevertheless. 

The immediate cause of the _ recent 
change in the senate rules was the enter- 
prising activity of the Washington news- 
paper man, Paul R. Mallon, chief of the 
capitol staff of the United Press. His aec- 
tivities included obtaining the roll call by 
which the senate during the last session of 
congress confirmed the nomination of Roy 
O. West as secretary of the interior, and 
also the roll call by which during the extra 
summer session former Senator Lenroot’s 
nomination was confirmed as a member of 
the court of customs and patent appeals. 

In both instances there were extraordi- 
nary precautions taken by the senate to 
prevent publication of details of these ac- 
tions. And in both instances the roll calls 
were duly compiled by Mr. Mallon and pub- 
lished by most of the newspapers receiving 
the United Press service. In neither in- 
stance was the accuracy of his compélation 
challenged to any serious exten! 

But there was a vociferous uproar from 
the senate in each instance. Publication ol! 
these roll calls was particularly embarrass- 
ing to a few minority senators who sup- 
ported the administration nominee and 
who evidently had been given assurances 
that their votes would not be made known 
Incidentally, it was the support of these 
minority senators which made the con- 

irmation of both nomination possible 
since the progressive republican bloc for 
the most part opposed the two nomination 

There were, of course, loud outcries for 
investigations to determine how the roll! 
Calis leaked out After the Lenroot case 
the senate rules committee actually w 
throuvh the mot.ons of stars ” 
gation oy calling Mr. Mallon before it ana 
asking him where he got hist information 
He promptiy refused to tell and the matter 
was dropped 


No one at all familiar with the situation 
had any idea that any attempt would be 
made to have a real investigation, for the 
very good reason that such an inquiry-—il! 
successful—might be very embarrassing for 
members of the senate. It would not be 
in accord with traditional senatorial cour- 
tesy to expel a brother senator for reveal- 
ing information which he had taken an 
oath to keep secret. There are just two 
sources from which such information can 
come: a senator or one of the very few 
senate employes who are present in secret 
sessions. It is axiomatic among newspaper 
men at the capital that no senate employe 
ever reveals anything about the secret ses- 
sions, and no newspaper man ever wastes 
his time trving to elicit Information from 
one of them. 

In recent years there has been a very 
strong group in the senate opposed to se- 
cret sessions. This group has been numer- 
ous eneugh to make it obvious that no sen- 
ator could be expelled for revealing secret 
business—a procedure which would require 
a two-thirds vote Hence, the reluctance 
of the majority leaders to start any ren! 
investigation of the numerous leaks which 
have plagued them They realized that 
even if they found out how the secrets 
were being revealed it probably would be 
impossible for them to do anything 
about it 

It is not a slur on the senate to intimate 
that senate secrets are revealed by sena 
tors themselves. There have been investi- 
gations in years past when executive pro- 
ceedings were revenied. and in every case 
in which the sources of the information 
was ascertained it was found to have beer

A particulariy solemn tarce was enacted 


during the famous sug ' ‘nvestiga' tn ofa 


few decades ago. A newspaper man was 
arrested on order of the senate and called 
before a committee for questioning as to 
where he obtained certain supposedly se- 
cret information. When he refused to an- 


~swer he was kept under arrest for several 


days. The arrest was not particularly bur- 
densome, to be sure; in practice it meant . 
that he was placed in the custody of a 
deputy sergeant at arms, who accompanied 
the correspondent everywhere the latter 
went..even into the preas gallery to re- 
port the doings of the senate. For a week 
or more they dined together, roomed to- 
gether, all at the expense of the govern- 
ment. 

The delicious part of the performance 
was that the senator who was chairman of 
the investigating committee and, as such, 
had been demanding savagely that the cor- 
respondent reveal the sources of his infor- 
mation, was the very man who had given 
the information to the correspondent in the 
first place. Many senators and not a few 
newspaper men knew all about the trans- 
action at the time, but it was @ harmiess 
bit of burlesque and provided free adver- 
tising for both the senator and the corre- 
rpordent

After Senator Dill had complained that 
the rules of the senate forbade him to state 
whether or not his own vote had been ac. 
carately recorded in the published ro)) call, 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska, suggested that 
the way out of that difficulty would be for 
Senator Dill to make an announcement 
Guring the next secret session, thereby in- 
suring widespread publication of whatever 
he might say! 

The question of secret sessions of the 
senate is as old as the federal government 
itself. It is provided in the Constitution 
that: 

“Each house of congress shall keep a 
journal of its proceedings, and, from time 
to time, publish the same, excepting such 
parts -as may, in their judgment, require 
secrecy.” | 

When the first congress met in 1789, in 
March, a; quorum of the house of repre- 
sentatives was not obtained until April 1. 
The house met in secret session unti] April 
8, and then opened its door to the public. 
They have remained open ever since ex- 
cept for a few rare occasions, usually in 
time of war, when there seemed to be grave 
reasons for secrecy. 

The senate, however, was more exc!nsive. 
Within a month after its first meeting an 
attempt was made to have it transact its 
legislative business in open session, but this 
attempt was defeated. It was not wntil 
Pebruary 11, 1793—nearly four years after 
Me first meeting—that the senate held an 
open session. This was during the con- 
troversy over the election of Albert Gal- 
Jatin as senator from Pennsylvania. Gal- 
Jatin was subsequently excluded from the 
senate on the ground that he had not been 
a citizen of the United States for the re- 
quired nine years. 

Later in the same month a _ resojution 
was adopted to provide that legislative 
business should be considered in open ses- 
sion beginning with the convening of the 
next session of congress. At the same time 
provision was made for the construction 
of a gallery. But it was provided that the 
practice of secret sessions should be re- 
tained as far as the transaction of execu- 
tive business was concerned—that is. dur- 
ing the consideration of treaties or of nom- 
inations for federal offices. 

The famous Jay treaty with Great 
Britain, ratified in 1795, was the occasion 
of the first serious violation of the rule of 
secrecy with respect to executive business. 
Meeting in special session to consider this 
treaty on June 8 of that year, the senate 
Gebated until June 24 and then voted in 
favor of ratification. The vote was twenty 
to ten—exactly the required two-thirds ma- 
jority. Even after ratification, 
the treaty was not made public and the 
senate adjourned. 

Within a week after the senate hac aa- 
journed “The Philadelphia Aurora” pub- 
lished what purported to be a summary ol! 
the provisions of the treaty. This sum- 
mary came to the attention of Senator Sie- 
vens T. Mason, an anti-federalist from Vir- 
ginia, who had opposed ratification. Sen- 
ator Mason found that the “Aurora” sum- 
mary contained a few inaccuracies and e- 
cided that it was time for the people to 
be informed as to just what the treaty was. 
He sent his copy of the document to the 
editor of “The Aurora” with a letter saying 
that the latter could use it. 

The senator's letter was published in 
“The Aurora” and the treaty 
published in pamphiet form. It was re- 
printed promptly in 
aroused a widespread storm of criticism 
from the opposition. So great was the op- 
position that President Washington hesi- 
tated for seven weeks after the senate had 
agreed to ratification before he finally 
signed the treaty. So far as the reeavds

show, no suggestion was ever made of any 
punitive action against Senator Mason. 

Another violation of the secrecy rule was 
the one which occurred in 1844, when Sen- 
ator Benjamin Tappan, of Ohio, gave a 
copy of the treaty providing for the an- 
nexation of Texas to the correspondent of 
“The New York Evening Post.” It was pub- 
lishec in that paper while the senate was 
actually debating the treaty, which was 
later rejected. A senate committee rec- 
ommended the expuplsion of Senator Tap- 
pan, but finally the senate compromised 
and adopted a resolution of censure after 
Senator Tappan had presented a formal 
apology. 

After the Mexican war President Polk 
sent the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo to the 
senate in February, 1848. Almost immedi- 
ately the full text of this treaty was pub- 
lished in “The New York Herald.” whose 
Washington correspondent was John Nu- 
gent. When Nugent was called upon by 
the senate to tell where he obtained the 
copy of the treaty he refused to do so and 


was ordered held for contempt. He sought 


to obtain his freedom on a writ of habeas 
corpus, but was unsuccessful and was held 
in the custody of the senate until the ad- 
journment of congress in August, 1884. But 
the senate did not find out where he got 
the treaty. 

The New York Tribune in 1871 publish- 
ed the text of the treaty with Great 
Britain providing for arbitration of the 
Alabama Claims, and this precipitated an- 
other futile investigation. The chief of the 
Tribune's Washington bureau was Zed L. 
White and his chief assistant was H. J. 
Ransdell. They were called before a senate 
committee and asked where the copy of 
the treaty came from, but both refused to 
answer. They then were arrested and held 
prisoners in one of the committee rooms 
while the senate engaged in a prolonged 
wrangling match as to what should be 
done with them. The public did not react 
kindly toward the senate and finally both 
men were released. 

In the earlier vears of the nation’s ex- 
istence, when senators were inclined to con- 
sider themselves ambassadors of sovereign

The S-4 and the S-5!, which was sunk 


shortly before her, were not the first Amer- 


ican submarines to be lost, nor will they 
be the last. It is rational to expect that 
so long as there are submarines, there will 
be submarine accidents; a reasonable de- 
gree of preparation therefore is certainly 
warranted. 

One of the early ideas in submarine work 
was to provide a simple rig which the 
crew could hastily don in an emergency and

type. On one of the German submarines 
surrendered after the armistice was found 
a booklet describing such a device, with an 
illustration showing the crew of a sunken 
submarine seated in a flooded room, each 
man wearing the breathing device and 
waiting his turn to escape up the hatch 
While the idea was not new, little was 
done toward making it practical till the 
pressure of public opinion after the S-4 
disaster forced the development of this 
idea along with other rescue experiments 
Under Lieutenant Momsen's direction, the 
rescue bfeathing mask was developed in a 
vel and much simplified form, consist- 
ing principally of a rubber beg of the ap- 
proximate capacity of the human lungs, to- 
gether with a mouthpiece for breathing, a 
nose clip for sealing the nostrils, a smal! 
oda lime cartridge for purifying the re- 
breathed air and an automatic vent valve. 
With this apparatus. under proper con- 
ditions, a man can breathe under water 
for the relatively short period required to 
rise to the surface, and can then use the

For cases where outside rescue appar- 
atus cannot be applied in time, and where 
the crew must escape by its own efforts, 
the value of this apparatus is inestimable. 
If a submarine is properly fitted with es- 
cape hatches, it is likely that if the boat 
could not be lifted quickly the crew, wear- 
ing the “lungs,” could emerge to safety.

They escaped through the torpedo tubes. 
On the S-5 the crew, after a desperate 
struggle in deep water, floated their stern, 
which barely projected above the sea, with 
the crew still trapped inside. There they 
stayed until a passing steamer cut a hole 
in the submarine’s plates and rescued them. 
In both these cases the boats went down 
undamaged; it can be expepcted in similar 
future cases that the crews can _ rescue 
themselves, provided only that an escape 
trunk is fitted at each end of the boat. 


If a submarine is damaged in collision 
or injured by bombs or shells it is unlikely 
that the crew can raise any part of her 
wnaided. If the boat is wholly flooded as 
a result of the damage, the crew will all 
be dead and (in peace time) there will be 
no need for haste in salvage. If part or 
all of the crew is still alive inside the boat, 
then one end of the boat or the other will 
be buoyant and unflooded, and consequent- 
ly relatively easy to lift. In such a case 
the rescue method which best suits the 
needs of peace and war and which exposes 
the trapped crew to the least risk is to 
raise the boat, or at ljeast that end of her 
in which the -crew is alive. 


To permit this, it is necessary te have 
Close at hand the lifting rig, the salvage 
ship with its trained crew and divers, and 
the submarine herself must be fitted with 
the means for quickly attaching the lifting 
pull. And finally, it must be possible for 
the men inside the boat to live until the 
boat is raised. 


Toward all these points tremendous 
strides Mave been made in the last year. 
Taking the last point first: it is perhaps 
mot generally known that of the crew of 
forty men inside the S-4, not one man was 
drowned as a result of the flooding from 
the collision, nor was lack of oxygen the 
immediate cause of any déaths. Inability 
to get rid of the carbon dioxide from their 
breathing killed off the thirty-four men 
aft in less than twenty-four hours; the 
same excess of carbon dioxide, together 
with cold, killed the six men trapped for- 
ward. 


To avoid this, all submarines now are 
being supplied with chemicals which will 
keep the air-purified for a . reasonable 
length of time and allow the oxygen 
(which even the crew of the S-4 did not 
use up), to keep the crew alive till res- 
cued. + 


The second step is to ventilate the boat 
from the outside, admitting fresh air and 
removing the foul air. To this end each 
submarine is now fitted in each of its com- 
partments with separate inlets and outlets, 
to which divers can attach hoses to supply 
air and liquid food to the men inside, while 
the bad air escapes through a second hose 
without building up a pressure on the im- 
prisoned crew. 


In the past there has been only a single 
airline connection on submarines, in the 
side of the conning tower, with a system 
ef pipes inside the boat to distribute the 
salvage air to all compartments. On the 
S-51 this line was cut in half by the stem 
of the ship which sank the submarine. On 
the S-4 no connection to this line ever was 
made by the divers in the brief time they 
could work, but it would have been useless 
even if. connected, because while the sal- 
vage piping system in that boat allowed 
air to be forced into a compartment, it was 
impossible to exhaust any. As a result; if 
the air connection had been made, the men 
in the submarine would quickly have been 
placed under heavy pressure, which would 
have resulted only in killing them more 
guickly. 
‘ This has now .been rectified. On the 
mext submarine sunk a diver can connect 
the supply and exhaust air lines directly to 
the room where men are alive. These con- 
nections, which can bé made quickly, will 
keep the crew alive until the salvage gear 
arrives. 

In the open sea submarines can best be 
lifted by submersible pontoons. There are 
mumerous and adequate technical and 
financial reasons which rule out of a prac- 
tical salvage system the many fantastic 
types of catamaran and twin-hulled lifting 
ships which those unacquainted with deep- 
water. salvage in the open sea are continu- 
ally proposing. Our navy is providing fifty 
pontoons of an improved type, invented 
after the S-51 salvage job, which avoid the 
dangers and difficulties af pontoon han- 
dling experienced on ashe S-51 operation. 

These fifty pontoons, divided into groups 
of ten, will be sent to central points in the 
five main areas of submarine operations 
and held there in readiness. These bases 


are New York, Coco Solo, San Diego Ha- 
waii and Cavite. 

Toe handle these pontoons and act as 
rescue ships, five vessels are being fitted 
out and specially assigned for submarine 
rescue—the Falcon, the Widgeon,-the Or- 
tolan, the Mallard and the Pidgeon. 

Into this equipment is going the major 
amount of the navy’s salvage allotment. 
The pontoons represent an investment uf 
over $500,000; the five rescue ships, when 
outfitted, will represent an investment 
considerably in excess of that sum . 


The major difficulty in lifting subma- 
rines has been to provide some means of 
applying the pull to the vessel. In tae 
early days, when submarines were tiny, a 
ring was secured at bow and stern by 
which a derrick could hoist the boat i* 
necessary. The Intelligent Whale, a fifty- 
ton submarine built during the Civil wer 
and now on exhibition at the New York 
navy yard, has these lifting rings as its 
most prominent feature. But when sub- 
marines grew above 200 tons, difficulties 
multiplied. The weight to be lifted ex- 
ceeded the capacity of any derricks likely 
to be available, submarines started to op- 
erate in open waters, where derricks could 
not. work for fear of capsizing, and it* be- 
came impossible to design a lifting eye at- 
tachment strong enough to lift half the 
weight of a large submarine. As a result 
liftirig eyes were omtited as submarines in- 
creased in weight above a few hundred 
tons. 

Consequently, on the S-51 and the 8-4, 


the only means of taking the lifting pul) of 
the pontoons lay in passing a cradle of 
heavy chain slings under the boats. To 
do this tunnels had to be dug under the 
submarine, and the cold-blooded courage 
required of the divers in these tunneling 
operations at the bottom of the sea can 
hardly be imagined. 

The danger and the delay of this method 
resulted, after the S-51 job, in the recom- 
mendation by the salvage officer there of 
an entirely new system of lifting eyes on 
submarines—eyes spaced evenly along both 
sides of the boat, so that each eye, instead 
of having to lift half the boat, as in for- 
mer installations, would have to take the 
pull of only half a pontoon, a strain which 
does not exceed forty tons. 

By this device the use of lifting eyes 
again became feasible. A set was recently 
installed on a submarine at Portsmouth for 
testing purposes and was demonstrated as 
capable of lifting a, sunken submarine 
quickly. 

But the most important requisite for 
quick salvage work is an adequate supply 
of skilled divers. When the S-4 sank, the 
navy's solitary rescue ship had in her crew 
only one deep-sea diver; the others who 
had raised the S-51 were either out_of the 
navy or scattered far and wide through the 
service. 

This defect is being remedied. In Wash- 
ington today under the supervision of 
Lieutenant Hartley, former captain of the 
rescue ship Falcon, there is now in opera- 


tion a deep-sea diving school, where men 
. 


The Constitution Magazine 


are trained for work in depths far bevond 
those in which we struggled to raise the 
S-51 and the S-4. The graduates of this 


school will man the four sister vessels of 


the Falcon, 


Most important of all, these ships are 
now to consider submarine salvage and res- 
cue work their primary function. Drills 
with pontoons and rescue rehearsals with 
Givers and submarines on the bottom will 
be their daily work. No longer will it be 
necessary when a submarine sinks [to 
scratch up a crew of divers, frantically start 
building pontoons, and then attempt to 
raise a sunken boat with men who have 
not even seen salvage gear for a year or 
more and must start digging tunnels on 
the bottom as their first operation. 


Instead of this the navy is fast prepar- 
ing its equipment so that when the next 
submarine sinks she will be provided with 
the new lifting eyes, there will be close 
at hand a set of salvage pontoons, and 
within a few hours there will be on the 
scene.a rescue ship which will swing into 
action against the sea a crew of trained 
Givers with all the speed and precision of 
our battleships going into action against 
the enemy. 

And ii can be predicted that once given 
proper equipment, the men who struggled 
for months to raise the S-51 and the S-4 
with their cargoes of dead, will jn a few 
brief hours after starting work bring up 
the next submarine with her crew still 
alive.

W hat Was Justice In This C 


r aN VIEW of the extraordinary 
nee events which occurred two years 

‘» after the so-called “Rahway mur- 
ders,” it will be necessary to re- 
cord certain apparently trivial details in 
connection with the double tragedy and 
its investigation. If one is to form any 
conclusions regarding this case, one must 
keep these details in mind. Whether they 
were trivial, or were in truth tremendously 
significant, the reader must judge for him- 
self. 


Residents of New Jersey, who take a cer- 
tain pride in the alliteration, “Jersey Jus- 
tice,” may be especially interested in the 
story. 

The time was the early morning of 
August 22, 1918. Two”residents of Perth 
Amboy, N. J.—Arthur Kupfer, 29, superin- 
tendent of a Perth Amboy cigar factory, 
and Miss Edith Janny, 19, cashier of the 
Madison hotel in the same city—had spent 
the evening with two friends in Rahway. 
They took the two friends home in a car 
Kupfer was driving—it belonged to his 
firm--and at 1:15 a. m. they themselves 
started for their homes in Perth Amboy. 

Fifty-two minutes later Dr. Frank H. 
Moore, superintendent of the Rahway 
state reformatory, living at 123 West Mil- 
ton street, Rahway, heard two shots fired 
outside his home. 

Dr. Moore jumped out of bed and ran 
to the window of his bedroom, overlook- 
ing the highway. As he did he heard a 
man cry out: 

“Get that girl out of there!” 

“Go ahead! Go ahead!” 

The car in the road shot away. 

Dr. Moore telephoned the police and then 
ran out. He expected to see the body of 
a girl, but it was Kupfer he found, dying 
and unconscious. Kupfer died almost im- 


and then— 


mediately. He had been shot twice in the 
back. 
A few minutes later a policeman tried 


to stop the speeding car.

Indeed, the 
officer was forced to leap into a ditch at 
the side of the road to avoid being hit 
head-on. 

Some while later the body of Miss Janny 
was found on the side of a road in Lin- 
den, several miles from Moore's place. She 
had been shot in the back of the head. 

A few miles farther on the car was found 
abandoned. The mechanism had 
wrong. 

Dr. Moore was at first reported as say- 
ing that he had seen the car from his bed- 
room window and had seen a body hurled 
from the machine. It was a clear, moon- 
light night. 

The New York Herald, however, on Au- 
gust 24, stated that the reformatory head 
had denied to Chief Patrick Burke of the 
Perth Amboy police that he had seen any 
car in front of the house. 

“He told the chief,” said the article, 
“that he did hear a scream but saw no 
automobile when he looked from his win- 
dow.” 

The New York Morning Sun on the same 
day, August 24, stated that Dr. Moore was 
“a bit uncertain regarding some of the de-

tails of what he saw from his bedroom 
window in the moonlight.” 
“He was at first positive,” the report 


read, “that he had seen Kupfer’s body 
hurled from its seat behind the steering 
wheel of the touring car. Later when re- 
porters plied him with questfons he thought 
it might have been from the tonneau. In 
the end he wasn't quite certain which iu 
Was.” 

Neither story stated that Dr. Moore had 
obtained a@ good view of one of the slayers 
and would be able to identify him if he 
ever saw him again. He was reported as 
saying. however, that he would be able to 
recognize the voice. 

What had been the motive for this 
ghastly crime? ‘The police decided that 1f 
could have been robbery, for Kupfer's 
pockets had not been rifled. But no 
motive could be deduced. The 
tors could unearth no evidence whatso- 
ever of jealousy, or revenge, or any of 
“passion motives” for murder

Sky ‘Tourists 


Lindberh:s First Complete Air Tour of the Nation Pointed the Way to the 
Network of Airplane Lines That Now Have Opened All of America's 
Beauty Spots to the Sightseers From the Sky

HE nose of our Lindbergh ad- 
vance plane dipped suddenly to- 
ward the ominous looking Dakota 
wr Bad Lands, 1,000 feet beneath us. 
Phil Love. who was at the stick, turned 
around with a grin that meant trouble for 
some one. 

“Indian camp down there,” he explained. 
“J'll signal Slim; well give them a sur- 
prise party.” 

Quickly moving the stick back and for- 
ward, he put the ship into a violent ser- 
pentine motion, which incidentally threw 
“Noc” Maidment and me up against the 
cabin roof. Half a mile distant the Spirit 
of St. Louis veered in our direction as 
Lindbergh caught the signal 

Amid the picturesque desolation of the 
Bad Lands the Indians had pitched their 
camp, evidently to be as far from civili- 
gation as possible. But they had not reck- 
oned on the airplane, probably most of 
them had never seen one. We dived down- 


wind, so that no noise of engines heralded 
our approach. 

The camp seemed asleep, though it was 
midday. But suddenly a prostrate figure 
sat up. Then another arose. In a flash 
a score of Indians were dashing madly for 
wigwams and huts. As we roared past, two 
or three threw themselves prone, twisting 
their heads to look up fearfully. Then 
they got to their feet and scrambied for 
shelter. 

We circled as slowly as possible, and at 
a safe distance, for we did not want to 
frighten’ the Indians. We were nrerely car- 
rving out our daily program of sightseeing.

Sawtooth 
Mountains, to magnificent Glacier Park, to 
Yellowstone, into the Northwest and above 
the mighty Columbia river as we headed 
south to Oregon and California. The rest 


of the journey into the romantic southwést, 
weaving back and forth across the south- 
land, and the last flights up the Atlantic 
coast to Manhattan’s forest of skyscrapers, 
was a series of new pleasures, new scenes to 
be remembered. And so we ended the first 
complete air tour of the United States, 
with 22,000 miles of America and each of 
the farty-eight states passing beneath our 
wings. 

But today the airways are filled with 
tourists. Many are finding new and won- 
derful pleasures by the air trail, especially 
since dir passenger routes, air-rail lines 
and aerial sightseeing companies offer such 
convenient and interesting tours. 

The transcontinental tours are the easiest 
to arrange. The eastern part of the jour- 
ney, from New York to Columbus or to 
Cleveland, is made by train at night. But 
from the two cities mentioned fast three- 
engined cabin planes seating twelve or 
fourteen passengers fly southwest to points 
in the middle west, either for continuous 
flight thence to the Pacific coast or for rail 
journey to cities in the extreme southwest, 
where flying is resumed. 

The average transcontinental fare is 
$250, and with the competition fast de- 
veloping this will probably be reduced. One 
large organization has just begun a service 
linking Los Angeles and New York in forty- 
seven hours, and connecting virtually all 
large cities in the middle west, the sonth 
and the east ‘by an air-rail network with 
twenty railroads. 

The air passenger settles back in his 
comfortable chair and gazes through a wide. 
vision window at the picturesque scenery 
that moves slowly beneath him. It is really 
passing under his eyes.at 90 or 100 miles 
an hour—perhaps faster—but the average 
height maintained takes away all impres- 
sion of speed. 

The most interesting part of the trans- 
continental air lines lies in the southwest. 
Circling over the beautiful city of Alber- 
querque the transport plane heads into the 
fascinating mountain and desert land of 
New Mexico and Arizona, then within view 
of the lazy Pacific before coming to rest on 
California soil. 

There is still another route which may 
be taken, which includes a full air trip 
from Chicago to San Francisco. The cost 
is $200, but the journey is well worth it, 
for the plane passes through some of the 
most beautiful parts of the Rocky Moun- 
tain range. For the air tourist who is al- 
ready in the middle west and who wishes 
to combine air and rail, there is a rail 
trip to Salt Lake City which makes con- 
venient connections with the Pveing twelve- 
passenger plane for Oakland or San Fran- 
cisco. The fare for the air trip is only 
$68, and the tourist will see Great Salt 
Lake, the white salt mines near bv, and 
then the ever-changing beauty of the 
mountains as only the air mail pilots have 
seen them until now. 

There are dozens of other air trips which 
in themselves constitute the finest of air 
tours, especially for one who has never 
flown across country. Even the experi- 
enced pilot is thrilled at the new scenes 
he views on these runs, for the sky trail 
is never quite the same. 

On the west coast there is the trip from 
Los Angeles north through the lovely San 
Joaquin Valley to San Francisco, then over 
the Golden Gate on up into the land of the 
redwoods, to Crater Lake Reservation, 
where the blue lake shimmers high above 
the sea; and still further north above the 
Sierra 'Nevadas, over the Columbia river 
and finally down to the landing at Seattle, 
after a glorious view of Mount Ranier. The 
complete trip will cost $125, or the trav- 
eler may take passage at San Francisco, 
paying only $80. If he is at Portland he 
can make the flight to Seattle, in itself a 
fine sightseeing tour, for $12. 

South of Los Angeles are regular short 
trips to Tia Juana, for $17.50: to Catalina 
for onivy $10, and longer flights over some 
of the most desolate, but also the most 
beautiful mountain country to Las Vevras., 
for $30, or even on up to Salt Lake City 
for $60. 

There is hardly any spot where either an 
arranged tour or a regular passenger sery- 
ice is not being conducted: From Chicago 
to the Twin Cities-——St. Paul and Minne- 
sota: from Chicago south into Texas. and 
even down into Mexico, if it be desired: 
from New York up the Hudson to Albany 

for $25, or on to Montreal for $50 a most 
unusual flight—both summer and winter. 
There are, of course, the usual custom and 
immigration examinations, but they are ex- 
pedited as much as possible. 

Another short tour which is beine taken 
by hundreds this summer is the trip from 
Cheyenne to Denver or to Colorado Springs. 
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Many tourists in the latter city board the 
plane and fly to Denver, viewing from the 
air the mountains, falls and parks they 
have already seen at closer range. The 
cost is only $17 from Cheyenne to Colo- 
rado Springs, with proportionate decreases 
for parts of the whole trip. 

One of the results of the Lindbergh tour 
has been the establishment of the Salt 
Lake City-Great Falls, Mont., mail pas- 
senger route which passes through, Utah, 
Idaho, and Montana, revealing the Saw- 
tooth Mountain range, several pretty lakes 
and—by special arrangement—deviating to 
include Yellowstone Park. This same or- 
ganization offers a charter tour on from 
Yellowstone to Ranier National Park in 
Central Washington, along the Columbia 
river highway, south along the California 
coast to Los Angeles, east to the Grand 
Canyon, and then back to Salt Lake City 
by way of Zion National Park. 

Charter serviee is available at most of 
the large transport fields. At Los Angeles 
a twelve-passenger three-engined cabin 
plane may be obtained at a rate of $125 
an hour for the first two hours, then at 
$100 an hour, with one night’s layover free. 
Special trips may be planned to historic or 
interesting spots, the flying time to be 
about an hour each way. With one night 
at the point of Interest, the cost will be 
quite moderate if divided between twelve 
passengers. Smaller planes, seating four 
passengers, may be obtained for $40 or $50 
an hour. This method of making up pri- 
vate parties for two or three hour flights is 
growing in popularity. 

Probably the most beautiful sightseeing 
tour of all is that which takes the tourist 
over the Grand Canyon of-the Colorado 
river. An airport has been -established on 
the south rim of the canyon, which is 217 
miles long, more than a mile deep and 
averaging ten miles across. Here there are 
hangars, shops, an office, passenger wait- 
ing rooms and other comforts. Through 
passengers on the transcontinental Santa 
Fe railroad trains may leave their trains 
at Flagstaff, Ariz.. if westbound, or at Selig- 
man, if eastbound. and enter three-engined 
cabin planes awaiting them. They can 
then fly over the Grand Canyon and join 
their trains at the opposite terminal, with 
no loss of time. 

One of the most remarkable trips made 
over the canyon was that on which John 
Wetherill, famous guide and discoverer of 
Rainbow Bridge. Betatakin Ruins and the 
Mesa Verde cliff dwellings, was a passen- 


ger. With J. Parker Van Zandt, former 
army pilot and now an authority on scenic 
airways operations, he flew into the heart 
of the Navajo Indian reservation in eight 
minutes. Normally it takes from eight 
hours to two or more days by automobile 
over very bad roads. 

“We passed over Tuba City and Moen- 
copi—famous Hopi Indian villages—in a 
thirty-five-minute flight,’ says Mr. Weth- 
erill. “Usually it takes four hours of hard 
driving. Half an hour later we were over 
the Sagi Canyon, in one branch of which 
are the Betatakin Ruins. Cut into the 
towering red stone wall of a great box can- 
yon is a huge scalloped cave, with ancient 
cliff dwellings at its base. Seen from the 
air in full sunshine and with sharply etch- 
ed shadows from the perfect arch of the 
cave, it was the most beautiful view I have 
ever seen. 

“Later, in another flight, we flew around 
Rainbow Bridge, then back to Kayenta by 
way of the Keet Seel Ruins. The whole 
flight was made in 100 minutes; the last 
time I went there, on the ground, it took 
fourteen days with a pack train. We flew 
directly over the junction of the San Juan 
and Colorado rivers, one of the most in- 
accessible spots in America. We crossed 


the Knok-i Canyon, where the coloring far 


exceeds anything in the Grand Canyon or 
in the Painted Desert. We also flew up 
Forbidden Canyon. -It is named “Forbid- 
den” because it is absolutely impassable on 
foot. During that trip I saw numerous and 
magnificent canyons which are practically 
unknown, and would always be were it not 
for the airplane. I have been a guide. in 
the Grand Canyon for seventeen years— 
but on my first flight I really saw it for 
the first time.” 

With two of the transcontinental air-rail 
routes passing so close to the Scenic Air- 
ways bases, there will be a great increase 
in the number of tourists who desire to 
stop off for a day to fly over the Canyon 
and then resume their air trip east or 
west. Various flights are arranged, from 
$5 for a short “hop” above the rim to 
$47.50 for a three-hour trip _over Sunset 
Peak, Oak Creek Canyon, the Tonto Rim, 
Roosevelt Lake and the Apache Trail. The 
terrific beauty of the scenes on all sides, 
and beneath the plane, is so gripping that 
frequently tourists have returned to repeat 
the flight. 

Besides the arranged tours and sight- 
seeing trips, there is hardly any city, espe- 
cially one of historic or scenic interest, 
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where planes are not available for flights 
over the most interesting spots. [In New 
York both land and sea planes may be 
used for viewing Manhattan, the river traf- 
fic shuttling busily in and out on both East 
and Hudson rivers and the hundred-and- 
one scenes that will be found nowhere but 
in New York. Similar flights may be had 
at Chicago, Miami, New Orleans, San 
Francisco, San Diego, Oakland—it would 
be hard to name a city where sightseeing 
flights cannot be made for $3 to $5. 

A year ago air tourists could have been 
counted in hundreds. Today they run into 
thousands, not including the “jSoy-hoppers” 
who fly at airports merely for the thrill 
of flying. Nor is America entirely content 
with arranged tours. The percentage of 
men who buy planes for private use is 
steadily growing. Out of 9,000 applications 
for plane ligenses about 2,000 have been 
for non-commercial use, according to a re- 
cent estimate by the department of com- 
merce, And this does not take into ac- 
count the number of owners who fly un- 
licensed planes. 

Men of wealth already have their own 
private cabin planes, luxurigusly equipped, 
which they use principally for pleasure 
trips. But the man of moderate means is 
not shut out from such enjoyment. The 
price of the small open or even cabin plane 
is not prohibitive, nor is it costly to op- 
erate. 

Today at least half of the requests for 
information on air routes and _ touring 
itineraries come from private owners who 
are planning pleasure trips, according to 
John Groves, who is in charge of the air- 
way bulletin section of the department. of 
commerce. This department supplies very 
complete service for the tourist—strip maps 
of the airways, bulletins describing airports 
and their facilities and other details. 

However, the amateur planning a trip 
must study up on cross-country flying, for 
it is not quite as simple as highway tour- 
ing. Some of the amateur air tourists 
have come to grief because of not realizing 
this. 

One of the most common troubles of ‘the 


new pilot is getting lost as soon as he 
leaves his home airport bchind. The 
ground looks different, and unless he 


checks his course steadily he is likely to 
find himself over strange territory and no 
idea of where he is. This 6 particularly 
SO in the case of cloud-fiving, as a certain 
enthusiastic amateur recently learned. He 
took off with a friend for a city about 150 
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miles away, but instead of staying low 
enough to watch for landmarks he sug- 
gested that they fly above the clouds, as 
it was more ‘beautiful. He bet his coure® 
for the goal desired, but neglected te ne- 
tice that there was a stiff side wind blow- 
ing. It was blowing even harder at 7,000 
feet, where he had leveled off to skim 
above the clouds, but of course he could 
not know this. 

After an hour he dived out of the clouda, 
and to his consternation there was nothing 
but water underneath, He had drifted out 
over a wide lake. He hastily headed fer 
shore and used up almost his entire gas 
supply cruising along in the effort to lo 
cate himself. He finally landed on the 
beach, forty-five miles off his correct 
course, and inquired his position from @ 
camper. 

Another cross-country novice disregarded 
the advice of his instructor and headed out 
for a 100-mile jaunt with his fiancee, 
though he had never been ten miles away 
from his airport before. He was lost in @ 
short time and flew around until the en- 
gine ran out of gas. Panic-stricken, he 
looked down for an open field and them 
sighed with relief, for a large area lay 
just below. He made a fast approach, 
losing all of his altitude, and then discov- 
ered at the last moment that the large 
area was a cornfield. Dismayed, he in- 
voluntarily hauled back the stick, forget- 
ting his engine was dead. The plane went 
into a perfect stall and dropped into the 
middle of the cornfield, It cost the pilot 
$75 to cut a lane through the corn, take 
down a fence, and have his ship pulled out 
to open ground. An experienced pilot would 
have known the difference in fields at @ 
glance. 

One of the oddest incidents in conneo- 
tion with air touring came to light at @ 
meeting of a flving club in the west. One 
of the members had bought himself a plane 
and had taught his wife how to fly. 

“We started out for H-—~, about eighty 
miles away,’ said this pilot. “We were 
just going for fun, so there wasn't any 
hurry. I climbed up to 5,000 feet and throt- 
tled down pretty well, thinking we'd just 
cruise along and enjoy the hop. Well, ita 
a few minutes my wife told me I was on 
the wrong course. I knew we weren't, be- 
cause I'd been to H-—— before. But she 
insisted, so I got out all the airway mape 
and bulletins I had to prove I was right. 
Meanwhile I kept the ship headed on the

cxw§ Rowley was.to set us down on the 
Skirts of the town and then withdraw to 
the country and lay up the car. When 
this was done he would return on foot and 
make his way to the passage as soon as he 
could. 

A farmer we ha@ found was willing to 
care for the car, and, though we were all 
reluctant to abandon our magic carpet—for 
that is what she had proved—our brush 
with the police had; so to speak, put her 
in balk. She had only to be seen in Vigil 
to be immediately chased, and since se- 
crecy was of the essence of the course we 
were trying to steer to use her would have 
been madness, no matter how sore our 
need. 

Now I was far from easy about the walk 
we must take to reach the fosse. For one 
thing, we had no map or plan of the streets, 
and while it is simple enough to find some 
prominent feature of any town, the skirts 
of Vigil were ample and we had no time to 
spare, yet dared to ask the way of no man, 
lest such a question should bear us evil 
fruit; for another, it was broad daylight. 
Still, the engagement had been made, and 
I feared that tf. we did not keep it Grimm 
would think we had failed him and shut 
the door. 

My forebodings were justified. 

For a full hour we wandered, afraid to 
loiter, afraid to show undue haste, afraid to 
consult together, afraid to go different 
ways, and when at last I glanced through 
an open house door to look clean through 
the building and see beyond it the trees of 
the palace gardens I could hardly believe 
my eyes. . 

At once I told George, who was slouching 
along, fuming, some two or three paces 
ahead, and five minutes later we were all 
looking into the fosse. 

The fosse was a natural gorge which 
many years before had been partly revetted 
by man. To judge by the ear, water was 
steadily coursing down all its length, and 
waterside bushes and plants had come to 
such luxuriance that at some points the 
walls were hidden and the fosse was so full 
of green that none could have told its depth 
without a sounding rod. As a matter of fact 
it was some thirty feet deep, and I think 
it was something wider, but I cannot be 
sure. Upon one side ran a pleasant, quiet 
road, beyond it the wall which fenced the 
palace gardens from curious gaze; on the 
other, the backs of old houses stood up in 
some disarray, and I think an artist would 
have found half a dozen pictures in the lit- 
tle I was able to remark. 

Three bridges were spanning the fosse 
that I could see, all of them weatherbeaten 
and very elegant, with their piers thick cov- 
ered with moss, and lichen on all their 
stones. The last of the three was marked 
by a pretty puplit which rose from its 
parapet and was meant, I suppose, for a 
bridgeward in days gone by, and _ since 
George had mentioned this feature I knew 
that this was the bridge beneath which the 
passage emerged. 

It had been arranged that we should each 
enter the fosse at a different place and 
make our way to the passage by the bed 
of the stream; and, perhaps because I was 
the most fearful, I was the first to disap- 
pear. 

As luck would have it, there were not 
many people*in sight, but those that were 
there were of a dangerous kind, for they 
were about no business but that of strolling 
and staring and generally taking their ease.

Twenty-five minutes later Hanbury was 
fighting his way into a scarlet coat, while 
Grimm’s son was teaching Bell to powder 
my hair. 


I do not know whether it is generally 
known that if you can change the color of 
a man’s hair his own mother may be for- 
given for passing him by. I certainly never 
knew it, and when I came suddenly face 
to face with George Hanbury powdered for 
an instant I thought him a stranger, and 
that is the plain truth. What is more to 
the point, he made a splendid footman, and 


‘indeed I think that no one would ever 


have suspected that he and Bell and I were 
not in fact royal servants in all their state. 

We were fortunate in our livery, for the 
sergeant footman had by him nearly a 
dozen suits which had been at one time or 
another for different men, and being in 
perfect condition had been kept against 
the enlistment of. footmen whom they 
might fit. From these we three were equip- 
ped, and though the set of my breeches 
would perhaps have been questioned in Sa- 
vile Row, the coats we chose might have 
been stitched upon us, and no one but we 
could have told that they were uncomfort- 
ably tight. 

It will be remembered that we had our 
food with us::we had therefore no need to 
call upon the kitchens for rations, and 
since there was nothing to take us beyond 
the private suite none of the staff would 
suspect that the footmen whom Grimm had 
dismissed had been replaced. The phvysi- 
cians would see us and so would the lords 
in waiting, and these would know that there 
were still four footmen, while the staf! 
were equally sure that there was but one; 
but I judged that with any luck some time 
would elapse before these two beliefs came 
into conflict and there ere the resultant ru- 
mor had won to Johann’s ears, the prince 
would be dead. 

I therefore made up my mind that pro- 
vided we bore ourselves as lackevs, kept 
our mouths shut and took our cue from 
Grimm, se had Mtle fear; but we spent a 
broke’ PF. if hour rehearsing the manner we 


should use on entering and leaving a 
chamber, on opening and shutting a door 
and other such petty occasions, for though 
Grimm and his son were to shoulder as 
much of our duty as they could there was 
watching and waiting to be done by night 
as by day, and, as I shall show, the serv- 
ice now demanded could not possibly be 
rendered by only two men. 

The prince's apartments\ lay upon the 
first floor, and, as Sully had said, they took 
the form of a flat. This flat was cut from 
the rest of the palace by a broad corridor 
or hall which ran the width of the building 
and was laid with a heavy carpet so that 
no footfalls might be heard. Immediately 
beyond this hall lay the grand staircase 
with a spacious ante-chamber on either 
side. This hall could be reached from either 
of the ante-chambers or from the staircase 
itself, and I learned that double sentries 
were guarding each of these doors. (My- 
self I heard the guard changed at nine 
oclock. When I asked if such precaution 
was usual, Grimm said that in all his

In view of the prince’s sickness, this rule 
had been relaxed so far as the physicians 
were concerned, and these had immediate 
access by night or day. 

Five days ago, with the connivance of 
Brooch, the second lord in waiting, Johann 
had been permitted to break this rule, and 
Grimm had come upon them pacing the 
corridor. At once he had apprised _ the 
prince, who was much annoyed. ~ Johann 
had been conducted to an ante-chamber 
and Brooch had been summoned and rated 
as he deserved. 

I think this will show what manner ot 
man Grimm was—strong, fearless and reso- 
lute to stand upon his rights. He was an- 
swerable to no man except the prince. The 
lords in waiting could give him no orders, 
and the question of access lay with the 
prince and with’ him. If the prince’s pleas- 
ure could not be ascertained, the matter 
rested with Grimm. His personality was 
compelling. Men were afraid of him, as of 
the prince. There was no doubt of it—the 
old sergeant footman was a true tower ol 
strength. 2 

For all that Grimm was a servant, and 
if Johann chose to crush him it was with- 
in his power. Both of them knew this. But 
to touch so stout hearted a man required 
a purpose which Johann could not sum- 
mon, and I fancy he waived the matter as 
one which would lose its importance the 
moment the prince was dead. If I am right 
in this I think his decision was sound, for 
with the prince’s death, Grimm's authority 
must plainly fall into abeyance if not come 
to an end.

service it had never been taken before. The 
back stairs were similarly guarded, and 
since access to the private apartments—al- 
ways an important question—had now be- 
come a matter of the gravest concern. I 
will deal with it here and now. 

In the ordinary way two footmen were 
always on duty in the broad corridor, one 
at the door from the staircase and the 
other at the door of the room in which the 
prince happened to be.

He was deeply attached to 
his master, but he worshiped the latter's 
office as his father’s father had worshiped 
it seventy years before. In his eyes the 
succession was sacred. To tamper with the 
royal* tradition was the unpardonable sin. 
For better or for worse, Duke Paul had 
been born to the purple—and there was an 
end of that.

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UCH has been written about the glamour of 
the desert, its peace, its sunsets’ and its 
stillness, but this is the crust, measured by 
contact with civilization. 
a theatrical performance when seen from the roof 
of a Tugurt hotel, may be a harbinger of torture 
when it reddens the sandstorms of Libia. The sun- 
shine we crave in the North and whose acquisition 
is worth fabulous sums spent on trains ce luxe and 
six-wheeled touring cars, may be worst than the 
seven plagues of Egypt. I have prayed for a cloud in 
the Sahara as I’ve never prayed at all in Europe! 
The terror of the desert lies in its inevitability. 
There is no redress and no appeal. The Bedouin 
knows this and he doesn't waste time over compli- 
cated preparations for the journey that may be cut 
short by any one of the hundred weapons the wilder- 
ness holds in store. 

“If Allah wills, I shall arrive,” he says and, as 
likely as not, he will start off on a thousand-mile 
march with no other luggage than a bag of dates 
and a goatskin full of water. His compass is the 
Pole Star, which he “sticks in the middle of his fore- 
head” or “on the nape of his neck”—according to 
whether he is walking north or south. 

He watches the European calculating the cubic 
allowance of water for each member of the caravan 
or the exact loading capacity of the camels with 
scorn, for he knows that if it be the will of Allah, 
the water skins may burst or leak or dry up; a play- 
ful camel may upset them and stampede the life of 
the caravan into the sand. The guide may lose his 
head and, with it, his sense of direction. In the 
great deserts this is a recognized disease far more 
dangerous than fever or a broken limb. 

It happens suddenly and without tle slightest 
warning. At one moment the white fic.re, trailing 
its stick behind it in a line which has yp fg wevered a

mutable as fate. The next moment the line, which 
the caravan has followed day after day, begins to 
waver. The figure, muffled to the eyes in a coarse 
woollen jerd, hesitates. Its eyes, which were keen 
and detached as those of a desert hawk, grow un- 
certain and the fear in them spreads through the 
caravan. Mohamed or Abdullah, or whoever it is, 
has lost his head and the nearest well is distant by 
several days’ march! 

In Africa and Arabia there are deserts flat as 
gramophone discs, the only landmarks an occasional 
camel skeleton. There is neither stick, stone nor 
blade of grass for 500 miles, and no route but the 
guide's sense of direction. There is the mirage which 
offers a. shining blue lake mirrored in the desolation 
of the sands, and there is “the upside down country” 
to confuse the traveler. This last is a reflection 
which appears shortly after dawn and which, for 
perhaps half an hour, shows the country one, two 
or even three days’ journey ahead, according to the 
height of its dunes or hills, hung’ upside down just 
above the horizon. 

There are sandstorms which, in a few hours, can 
change the shape of a dune belt and destroy every 
known aspect of the wilderness. The flying sand is 
like a flail. It tears the skin and fills every pore 
with a grain of sand, so that the irritation ts like 
the cauterization of a raw wound. The camels swing 
round in circles, bellowing in their pain, and finally 
sink to their knees and lie huddled together in a 
heap while their drivers, burying themselves under 
every available garment, try to find shelter under 
the beasts’ flanks. If the storm goes on long enough, 
they never get up again. 

I once saw a whole caravan dead within half a 
day's march of safety. The camels still carried their 
packs and the bodies of the men were still wound in 
their stained white jerds.

In rebuttal the state produced Miss Pau- 
line Sabold, who said she saw Brandon and 
Perchand in Parlin on August 19, 1918, and 
again on the 2lst. She said she made a 
date with Perchand and saw him on the 
twenty-first “for five or ten minutes.” 

The verdict—guilty of murder in the 
first degree. The sentence—death. 

Perchand was allowed to plead non vult 
and received a sentence of four years. 

The usual preliminary steps for an ap- 
peal were taken, Brandan basing his hopes 
upon witnesses who had not yet been 
heard in the case. There were witnesses 
to testify as to Brandon's alibi and also 
to offset the testimony of Dr. Moore and 
the Sabold girl. McDermit could have had 
these witnesses testify at the trial but he 


had neglected to get them. Now he con- 
tinued to let things slide. 

Where was the money to pay for these 
expenses?. Brandon and his wife were 
broke. re, 

McDermit’s attitude resulted in his dis- 
barment by the New Jersey court of errors 
and appeals several months after the trial 
while Brandon was awaiting execution. The 
court stated that the attorney had “aban- 
doned his client in the shadow of the elec- 
tric chair.” 

Brandon was now without any attorney 
at all, and his time was close at hand. He 
was in a desperate position. His wife work- 
ed night and day but fruitiessly. She heard 
that a wealthy Cuban had offered $2,000 
for an ear to he grafted on his head and 
wrote him saying she would be willing to 
make the sacrifice: The man replied that 
her skin would be too light. 

But the story gained wide circulation and 
attracted attention to the plight of the 


Miss Dorothy Brodell, who said she had 
opened the door to Brandon when he came 
home that night; and Theodore McBride, 
who swure Perchand had admitted Bran- 
dem had not been with him on the fatal 
ride.

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~Sixty-Six Years In Minstrelsy 
That Is the Record of George R. Guy, One of a Big Family of Blackface Comedians, Who at 73 Is Still 


Touring the Country as Tambo or Bones. He Can Look Back With Vivid Memory Upon 
the Days When Negro Minstrelsy, In Its Youth, Was Captivating Two Continents 


1LOWN the one main street of 
Sharon, Conn., on a crisp, clear 
day last fall, came the only min- 


strel parade I’d seen in years! 

Two abreast, with ranks so far apart as 
to give the impression of numerical su- 
premacy, debonair gentlemen in black 
derby hats and long blue coats swung their 
canes as jauntily as in the halcyon days 
of Lew Dockstader, George H. Primrose, 
Beach & Bowers and Al G. Fields and 
other past kings of burnt cork, tambourines 
and the bones. They stepped as lively, 
toe- 

In the midst of this gallant marching 
company a proud youth, enlisted from 
among our local progeny, bore a wide red 
banner with this device: “Guy Brothers 
Minstrels.” The snare-drum ceased its 
peremptory tap, the snare-drum sticks went 
into a roll, the base-drum thumped—and 
the brass band blared magnificently. 

Thus far tradition had been observed. I 
recalled, with thrills along my spine, the 
Jate Jack MHaverly’s command: “Forty! 
Count ‘em! Forty!” From my vantage 
point on the village green I counted, as in 
boyhood days. There were just thirteen 
in the company! Then a little man in 
the van of this parade of stars due to 
shine in our op’ry house that night, waved 
his cane at me and stepped along. I waved 
back at the veteran—George R. Guy, our 
oldest active minstrel man! 

George spent the afternoon with me, 1n 
front of the fireplace in my home, and re- 
cited his saga of the golden days of the 
only form of theatrical entertainment in- 
digenous to America. 

George has been sixty-six years in min- 
strelsy. As he is only. seventy-three, 
George Wilson and Willis P. Sweatnam 
are his burnt-cork seniors. But those vet- 
erants are no longer on the road; they have 
retired honorably. Like my young-old 
friend, they delight in reminiscence, but 
George still does his bones solo and black 
face comedy, still “gags” the dignified in- 
terlocutor from a first part “end,” still 
“turns out” for the street parade at the 
traditional hour of 11:45 a. m., still acts 
as a minstrel company manager. No one 
can equal his service record. 

“Father and the Boys” might be a bet- 
ter title for this story, for the first George 
Guy reached maturity in an era when Dan 
Emmett—under contract to write a “walk- 
around” for Dan Bryant, proprietor of a 
permanent metropolitan minstrel show— 
gave “Dixie” to a grateful world. New 
York's Great White Way was not so well 
lighted as in this century, and it centered 
around. Fourteenth street. The present 
roaring forties were for quiet residence. But 
along the Rialto of those times our great- 
est city considered negro minstrelsy its 
greatest theatrical entertainment. Month 
in and month out, year after year, it gen- 
erously patronized not only Brvant’'s, but 
also Wood's, the San Franciscos, (jeorge 
Christy's and Kelly & Yean’'s 

Laws did not limit stage juveniles then. 
Hence George Guy the First. inspired by 
parental pride and thrift, took time off 
from helping to organize the Elks to teach 
his six sons their father’s business, for he 
was a first-class minstrel man

civil war, George senior taught singing, 
dancing and burnt-cork omedy to his

To prove he had good 
stuff in him the lad stuck it out through 
the 1863 season. Ever thereafter he was 
a minstrel man 

During the ensuing season the second 
son, Willie, joined George in a double song 
and dance which kept ‘them for long, tri- 
umphant months on the boards at, the 
home of Hooley Minstrels, Brooklyn, and 
at the celebrated Tony Pastor's home of 
mirth, then located at 201 Broadway. The 
father had bullt on a sure foundation. 

While the little Guys were growing up, 
peace followed the bloody Civil war and 
the Rialto edged slowly toward Thirtieth 
street Then young George and slightly 
older Willie put on the first boy and “gir]’’ 
blackface specialty known to true Amer- 
ican minstreisy 

Their triumphs were not confined to 
their own America. They toured the Brit- 
ish Isles with American companies which 
were known to Britishers as “Christy Min- 
streis” because of the farne of Christy, who 
had introduced negro minstrelsy to early 
Philadelphians, and thence to an amuse- 
ment hungry world Fven the best of 
Lancashire clog dancers acclaimed the 
agile, graceful boys as champions.

When the boys got back to their New 
York home great changes were coming 
over minstrelsy. A few of the big city 
companies had survived, but Jack Haye 
erly's Mastodons were en tour; Lew Dock- 
stader was becoming popular in the smaller 
centers of the provinces, where the owner 
of the most generous and eccentric dress 
suit worn by any human being was soon 
to give his screaming imitation of the col-« 
orful Teddy Roosevelt; Primrose, the gract- 
ful dancer, was flowering on the stages 
rim—and over in old London a minstrel 
named McAndrews had kidded Queen Vic« 
toria successfully. 

McAndrews, known to stageland as “The 
Watermelon Man,” had a_ specialty in 
which he made his entrance as a teamster 
selling a load of watermelons. Part of the 
business of his bit was to lay his ragwed 
coat on the stage near one of the prosce« 
nium boxes. One night he thus approach« 
ed the royal box, occupied by Queen Vice 
toria, laid the coat down, looked SuUSpi« 
riously at Her Highness, picked it up and 
laid it far from her. The audience was 
shocked until the queen laughed delighted«- 
ly. McAndrews had made a first-class hit, 
Minstrel men could get away with anye 
thing 

Charles, Edwin, Arthur and Albert Guy 
were growing big enough to earn their salt, 
George Guy, Sr. trained them carefully, 
There was money in a road show if it was

Ringling Brothers’ Circus band and ail- 
though Tom Brown, ef the justly famous 
Brown Brothers’ Saxaphone Sextette, got 
nis start in the show business with the 
Guys, there were always some Guys play- 
ing brassily among the musicians. 

Those parades were frought with inci- 
dent. Mr. Smith’s pet stunt was to throw 
his silvered baton, twirling lightly, clear 
above the telegraph wires. Once it slipped 
out of his good right hand and smashed 
through a plate glass window—later paid 
for by the minstrel management. While 
the full band blared down the main street 
of Chatham, Ontario, a frightened horse 
leaped upon a hitching post, was impaled 
and died in agony. In its search for nov- 
elty the gay“Guy company essayed eques- 
trianism. At Newark, Ohio, it hired thirty- 
eight saddle horses for the parade. The 
horses were not used to minstrel masic; 
they bolted and spilled the minstrel men 
promiscuously. The Guys retired from the 
Wild West business. / 

When, at 8:15 each night, the curtain 
rose to auditors who filled the op’ry house, 
there was a Guy or two in the orchestra 
while other Guys told funny stories and 
played tambos or bones on the ends of the 
magic “first part” circle. The oleo was 
furnished, principally, by Guys who did 
their specialties, particularly by the pres- 
ent George R. Guy, whose bone solo was 
a knock-out. 


Fortune smiled in the Guy troupe, al- 
though it frowned occasionally. George 
R. Guy was an adept at acrobatics in a 
day when trapeze performers, wire walk- 
ers, balancers and contortionists were fea- 
tured in the oleo. He could do a back 
somersault and a split without losing a step 
in his fancy dance. Others sought to rival 
him. 


One afternoon after the artists in burnt 
cork had set the scenery—their special 
backdrops, wings and: other pileces—the 
younger ones began practicing back somer- 
saults from the stage into an aisle of the 
auditorium. Young George R. found fault 


with their form. “T'll show you how!” he 
cried boastfully. Umshappily, he landed on 
his neck, an@ as a result he carried his 
head on one side for many weeks. 

At another time he was doing his bone 
solo over the center trap of the stage. The 
trap gave way and George . descended 
abruptly on a fat property man, who broke 
the fall but was not satisfied. 

One season they abandoned their private 
Pullman car and slept at hotels at various 
towns. While thus sleeping in the wooden 
hostelry at Woodsville, N. H., it caught fire. 
George’s mastiff barked loud enough to 
wake them up and save all their lives, 
though they lost their street wardrobe in 
the fire. This was a catastrophe, for one 
of the clauses in all old minstrel contracts 
specified that each member should “be a 
swell dresser on and off.” 

They played the Holiday Street theater 
in Baltimore one fime. That was in the 
days of candles, before hotels were lighted 
by electricity. After the boys were all in 
bed the porter collected candles and can- 
dlesticks, so that no minstrel would be ex- 
travagant. The fire gong sounded at 3 
a. m. The minstrels got up and looked 
around, but there was no sign of a fire. 
In the morning they learned that the ho- 
tel was “haunted.” They moved out and 
stayed out. When George was in his negro 
role and pulled a string which made his 
“fright wig” rise as a stage ghost saluted 
him, George knew that the “ghost” Was 
his brother Cheries. But, like all good 


minstrel men, he also knew that there were 
real ghosts. Even an amateur knew that. 

The oldtimers had their fun with ama- 
teurs. If a local boy asked fer a job with 
the company he was given a try-out to an 
empty house in the afternoon. while he 
did his song and dance or other “stuff” a 
big iron caldron was lowered from the flies 
onto the head of the aspirant—who was 
left to get out the best he could. This was 
a sign he had been rejected, for he was 
alone when he escaped to demand an ex- 
planation. 


Sometimes a hopeful candidate would be 
given a bag and asked to take it to the 
stage manager of another theater. The bag 
was heavy, because it was filled with iron. 
The candidate often made a tour of his 
home town’s theaters before he 
that he was not regarded as minstrel ma- 
terial. 

George’s brother Willie was a jokester. 
In one city a fat property man yearned 
to be blacked up and allowed to sit on the 
stage during the first part. He couldn’t 
sing or act or do anything, but Willie Guy 
humored him. However, instead of cover- 
ing the fat man’s face with burnt cork, 
which washes off easilv, Willie laid on a 
coat of lamp black and varnish. It was 
@ long time coming off. During the pro- 
cess the property man looked like a leop- 
ard. He never asked to “go on” again. 

These were typical jokes and experi- 
ences—typical of a race of entertainers 
now almost extinct. Minstrelsy finally be- 
gan to lose its hold on the public, partly 
because newcomers were not, like McIntyre 
and Health, for example, close students and 
faithful portrayers of the southern darkey 
types. Almost any one who wore burnt 
cork proclaimed himself a minstrel man, 
though his dialect might remind one of 
the Bowery. 

Women did not essay blackface min- 
strelsy successfully, so the men put on 
shows with only the tambos and bones 
made up as darkies. The 
white-faced, bepowdered, white-wigged 
singers. Minstrelsy lost its “down south” 
It became “high toned,” but did 


not represent anything distinctly Ameri- 
can. 


As we sat by my fire that afternoon 
George R. Guy looked into the past. 


“We took our fun as we went along,” he 
said. “When Hi. Henry was a minstrel 
manager and corner virtuoso extraordinary 
he led the first part program from the or- 
chestra pit. Facing footlights makes any 
one sleepy, especially after a long night

I asked him about the present and fu- 
ture of his business. Of the original Guy 
family only Charles and he are active. He 
smiled rather sadly as he said: 

“Well, in my day I’ve seen men come 
and go. Not only Dockstader, Cleveland, 
Haverly and Primrose, but Barlow Broth- 
ers, Billy Rice, Hi Tom Ward, Hank White 
and a thousand others. I've seen a dozen 
big companies touring simultaneously. To- 
day there are only two of us. . 

“Girl shows and. ‘movies’ have put most 
of my old competitors out of business. Be- 
cause I am quite a society man, belong- 
ing to the Elks, Masons and other orders, 
I still get some bookings for my show. But 
almost all the theaters are ‘movie’ theaters.

NCE again Mr. Ziegfeld has done 
it. Out of J. P. McAvoy's novel 
“Show Girl” Ziegfeld and those 
matchless wizards who assist him 
have fashioned an eye-filling and fascinat- 
ing musical show. You have heard about 
and perhaps seen “Rio Rita,” “Rosalie,” 
“Show Boat,” and “Whoopee’’—the latest 
Ziegfeldian efforts—but if you care to have 
my views on the subject, “Show Girl” sur- 
passes them all. 


The new show has everything in its fa- 
vor. The settings and costumes are beyond 
description; the George Gershwin music 
is catchy and tuneful; and the cast, I 
thought, excellent in their respective as- 
signments.

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Things New and Old About the Bible

| ELIGION in its primitive forms 
ae has its weird chants—music is the 
ey ef indispensable hand-maid of re- 
ws. ligion. _As the eye sees’ evidence 
in the world of the thought of God, so the 
ear hears evidence of the heart of God in 
music. As we look on nature, we discover 
the infinite mind in the mathematical laws 
of gravitation and the 
movement of planets 
and stars, so behind 
the harmony that falls 
on ear, we dis- 
cover the heart of the 
Infinite. 

Music is used as & 
symbol of moral per- 
fection, as a symbol 
of heaven. 

Many cheap sneers 
are thrown at this 
conception of heaven, 
but the whole heart of 
humanity is a safer 
guide than the vaga- 
ries of an individual 
critic. We shall al- 
ways use the compari- 
som because there is 
that in our idea of 
spiritual perfection and 
and’ the ° nature of 
music which’ perfectly correspond. Rev. T. 
T. Munger says, “We find in both music 
and heaven, obedience, sympathy, emotion 
and adoration.” 

There is everywhere the reign of law and 
universal obedience is demanded. 

The perfection of life is the perfection 
of obedience. A discord of sounds rasps the 
nerves more than a violation of form and 
color. — 

When the law of harmony is broken, the 
disobedience results in a protest from the 
quivering nerves and the indignant heart. 

When a number of human voices or mu- 
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no means a fool; but he Nad not the ready 
wit of Rowley or Bell; what was worse, he 
would see no danger and smiled at our 
apprehension that anything might go 
wrong—anything. . . 

For one thing only, one or other of the 
lords in waiting was on duty from nine in 
the morning till nine at night.

we find the supreme example of perfect 
obedience and the joy of obedience. 


The most perfect expression of sympathy 
is through music. It has a power to arouse 
the common sympathy of humanity that is 
beyond the logic and argument of the ora- 
tor. The songs of a people leave a more 
convincing impress on the mind than all 
arguments for the constitution. 


When a great singer pours into perfect 
tones the passion of a feeling ‘heart, a 
thousand hearts run into the same path ot 
piety in a way that cannot be accomplished 
by the most skillful orator. It is, I think, 
a true contention that no one who is es- 
seritially selfish can become great, either 
as composer or performer. A teacher said 
to a noted contralto singer, “If I could 
make you suffer for two years you would 
be the best contralto in the world.” 
is the same lesson for faith and sympathy, 
and consecration and holy living in the 
choir as in the pulpit. and any lack of re- 
ligious consecration is as much amiss in 
the singers of divine praise, as im the 
preachers of the divine gospel. 


Music is the natural expression of deep 
feeling. “In the simplest life, there is al- 
ways this tendency of feeling, whether of 
joy or sadness, to voice itself in melody.” 


Songs press a mass of individuals into 
unity. 

Battle hymns sweep armies to victory 
when the words of commanders are un- 
heeded. 

Jewish history is vocal with song, from 
the shores of the Red Sea to the Cata-* 
combs of Rome. 

Arius reinforced his arguments with songs 
for the common people. St. Chrysostrom 
refuted the heresy of Arius with songs in 
his church at Constantinople. St. Augus- 
tine set to music his argument against the 
Donatists. The Lollards spread their doc- 
trines in popular melodies.

down the whole of its burden, quarter by 
quarter of an hour, and never make one 
mistake.

Christianity brought a conception of the 
world different from the Greek conception 
of the harmony of spirit and nacure.

“Excessive devotion to the aesthetic side 
of life will always be fraught with peril 
to the interests of genuine religion.” 
~ Chesterton strikes some sledge-hammer 
blows just here: “The aesthetes touched 
the last insure limits of language in their 
eulogy on lovely things. The thistledown 
made them weep; a burnished bristle 
brought them to their knees. Yet their 
emotion never impressed me for an instant, 
for this reason, that it Mever occurred to 
them to pay for their pleasure in any sort 
of symbolic sacrifice. Men, I felt, might 
fast forty days, for the sake of hearing a 
blackbird sing. Men might go through fire 
to find a cowslip. Yet these lovers of 
beauty could not even keep sober for the 
blackbird. They could not go through 
common Christian marriage by way of re- 
compense to the cowslip. Surely.we might 
pay tor. extraordinary joy in ordinary 
morals. 

Oscar Wilde said that sunsets were not 
valued, because we could not pay for sin- 
sets. But Oscar Wilde was wrong; we can 
pay for sunsets. We can pay for them by 
not being Oscar Wilde. 


I suppose this was natural. The man 
had held many inspections and had an eye 
for precision in matters of dress.

What more was said I did not hear, but 
Kneller’s ears were crimson and his hands 
were very busy behind his back. Indeed, 
it was very plain that his withers were 
wrung, for for the rest of the day he never 
sat down, but constantly paced the corridor, 
frowning and blowing through his nose and 
pulling his heavy moustache. I began to 
have hope that Keller might be reclaimed, 
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NEWSPAPER publishes an article 
giving the method recommended 
by the Red Cross, telephone com- 
panées, and the like, for resuscita- 
tion from drowning, and although this ir- 
responsible article calls the method the 
prone pressure method, better known as the 
“Shaffer” method (they've changed even 
Schaefer's name now), it instructs the op- 
erator to begin by clasping hands under 
the subject's belly and lifting the body from 
the ground with the head hanging down to 
jet the water run out of the nose and 
mouth! I doubt that the Red Cross in- 
structors include this particular monkey- 
shine in their method now, but a good 
many “life savers’’-do, and the Red Cross is 
largely responsible for the grave error. 

Any one who is informed about the physi- 
ology and physics of artificial respiration 
can readily understand that the position 
of the subject, as prescribed by Schaefer 
himself, provides for the drainage of any 
water or other fluid there may be in the 
breathing passages. Any one with an ele- 
mentary knowledge of physics, not to say 
plain common sense, ought to be able to 
comprehend that if anything is placed un- 
der the subject’s head, even the subject's 
hand or forearm, it tends to prevent this 
Grainage of water or other fluid. Water 
wil] not run uphill, even if uphill running 
is approved by the American Red Cross and 
an imposing list of gas, electric and other 
public service organizations and the mWed- 
ical bureaus of various government depart- 
ments. 

Schaefer, who gave the world the prone 
pressure method and ought to know, pre- 
scribed that the subject be placed prone 
on the ground, with the face turned to 
either side. Schaefer did not prescribe that 
anything should be placed under the sub- 
jects head. The turning of the face to- 
ward one side accomplishes what the Red 
Cross and other intompetent instructors 
imagine warrants something under the 
head, namely, to free the nose and mouth 
for breathing. This may seem a mere 
technical quibble, to one who has not had 
actual experience in resuscitation. But I 
believe it is of vital importance. I1 recall 
noticing the drainage of considerable fluid 
from the nose and mouth while I was ap- 
plying the method fn the case of a child 
rescued from submersion in an ice pond; 
and I doubt whether that fluid would have 
drained had I used the faulty method ap- 
proved by the Red Cross and associated or« 
ganizations. The child was Saved. 

I make this plea to every mother of 
father and to every other person who would. 
wish to give a victim of submersion the 
best possible chance: Don't put the sub- 
ject’s hand or arm under tthe head. Put 
nothing at all under the head. Place the 
subject in the prone position, with face 
turned to one side so that nose anc mouth 
fre at the lowest point of the. breathing 
tract. That gives the victim the best pos- 
sible chance, if you begin the artificial 
respiration the instant the victim is rescued 
and do not interrupt it for a moment until 
the victim breathes naturally or a respone 
sible physician commands you to desist 

One Red Cross representative, whe tells 
me he has had charge of the instruction 
of many thousands of persons in life sav- 
ing in a metropolitan district, argues that 
ji might create a good deal of confusion if 
the error in technic were corrected now. It 
seems that hundreds of the persons who 
have received instruction from Red Cross 
people are now teaching the faulty method 
to other hundreds, and thus the littie mise 
take is being multiplied infiniteiv 

The erratic technic taught by the Red 
Cross has been formally approved by an 
imposing list of organizations, inclucing the 
various health bureaus in our much scram- 
bled federal government departments and 
divers associations of gas and electric 
service corporations. But let no sunple cite 
izen be unduly impressed by this—cdoesn't 
forme cigaret boast that thirty thousand 
dectors have Said “Yes, it aint irriiatiug?” 
Well, I tell you the approval or engorse- 
ment of the incorrect method of periorme- 
ing artificial respiration by ali of these line 
portant souncing organizations 3 Jusi «Ff 
meaningless as the cigaret testimeorial of 


the thirty thousand easy docs. For one 
thing, the medical representatives of the 
various groups that said “Yes” to the wrong 
method were rather vague and uncertain 


about it, had no very definite notions what 
it all meant, for the most of them had 
never performed artificial respiration by 
the Schaefer method and a lot of them had 
never even seen it properly done. As an ex- 
ample of the incompetence of the medical 
representatives to pass on the question I 
can cite a public bulletin issued as late as 
January, 1926, by the (at the moment) 
health commissioner of the city of Chi- 
cagd, in which that eminent health author- 
ity tells Chicago what to do in case of car- 
bon monoxide poisoning. “Get-busy,” he 
instructs, “by taking the patient (doubtless 
he means the victim) out into the open 
air and performing artificial respiration 
by lifting the arms above the héad and 
down again, pressing gently ...” Enough 
to show that news of Schaefer's discovery 
had not reached Chicago three vears ago. 
I can cite sonte more recent instances in 
which prominent medical and _ surgical 
“specialists” connected with hospital staffs 
have proved they did not know how to 
resuscitate when an emergency arose; cases 
in which a whole group of hospital staff 
physicians ran around in excited circles, as 
hopeless, as useless as a flock of hens, while 
a victim of submersion died, because the 
pulmotor failed to work or the attendant 
who knew how to run it was out of reach. 

Some of the Red Cross people now and 
then manifest a bit of mild resentment at 
my constant harping about this vital er- 
ror. But they never offer any reason why 
the victim’s hand or arm should be placea 
under the head; not a good reason. They 
resent rather my temerity in daring to 
question the authority of such an august 
body of philanthropists and prominent cit- 


ivens. I don’t care who they are or what 
they are: The American Red Cross is, by 
virtue of its assumed leadership in life sav- 
ing instruction, chiefly responsible for this 


grave mistake, and the American Red Cross 
owes it to the people who support the work 
to acknowledge the mistake, correct it and 
exert every effort to undo the mischief al- 
ready done. | 

Schaefer instructed that the subject's 
hands be placed palms down on the ground 
a little above the head out of the opera- 
tor’s way, and the subject's face turned to- 
ward one side to free nose and mouth for 
breathing. In this position the nose and 
mouth are the lowest part of the breathing 
tract, and hence any fluid in the breathing 
passages will drain from nose and mouth 
by gravity. If you make the mistake of 
lifting the subject's head even by the thick- 
ness of wrist or forearm, you defeat this 
very purpose, and from my own actual] ex- 
perience in resuscitating a victim of sub- 
mersion I believe this apparent trifle may 
be the straw that turns the scale against 
recovery _in many instances. Does the 
American Red Cross, or any of the organi- 
vations or corporations that “approve” or 
“endorse’’ the Red Cross version of prone 
pressure respiration, dare to question the 
soundness, even the humanity and the jus- 
tice, of my criticism? 

Until quite recently the Red Cross evi- 
dently failed to grasp the physiological 
principle on which Schaefer's method is 


based, for life saving instructors were still 


teaching that the victim rescued from sub- 
mersion be first lifted with the head hang- 
ing down “to drain water from the lungs.” 
If the victim were a loved one of my own 
and I caught anybody attempting such an 
atrocity, I should do the wretch ‘sudden 
violence, 

Once more I appeal to all honest folk, all
